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STATUTS 


DU CONSEIL INTERNATIONAL DE NUMISMATIQUE (CIN) 
ADOPTES LE 30 AOUT 2009 A GLASGOW 


ART. 1. 
Objet. Le Conseil internationale de numismatique (CIN) a pour mission de 
promouvoir la numismatique et les sciences qui s’y rapportent en facilitant la 
coopération entre individus et institutions dans le domaine de la numismati- 
que et des sciences qui s’y rapportent. 


ART. 2. 





Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres du CIN: 

a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 

b. les universités, les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques 
sans caractére commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 

c. les Hétels des monnaies. 

Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation annuelle 

fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraine l’annulation 

d’adhésion. L’adhésion prend effet 4 partir du paiement de la premiere coti- 

sation. 


ART. 3. 
Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du Bureau, le 
CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les membres 
honoraires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mémes droits 
que les membres ordinaires. 





ART. 4. 
Assemblées. Le CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des congrés inter- 
nationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. Si au- 
cun congrés international de numismatique n’a lieu dans un délai de sept ans 
apres le dernier congrés, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur 
décision du Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué a l’as- 
semblée générale. Un délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres or- 
dinaires. Les membres qui ne sont pas a jour de cotisation ne peuvent voter. 
Les membres honoraires ne votent qu’en personne. 





ART. 5. 
Bureau. Le Bureau de le CIN est composé de neuf membres représentant 
dans la mesure du possible chacune des catégories citées a l'article 2. Les 
membres du Bureau sont élus lors de l’assemblée générale. Leur fonction 
prend fin a l’assemblée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent étre réélus qu’une 
fois. Le Bureau se réunit au moins une fois par an; il s’ organise lui-méme, 
c’est-a-dire qu il élit son président et répartit les autres charges. En cas de 
mort ou de démisssion d’un membre, le Bureau a le droit de coopter un rem- 
placant jusqu’a l’assemblée générale.

ART. 6. 
Charges. Les charges du Bureau sont la présidence, les deux vice-prési- 
dences, le secrétariat, la trésorerie. Les titulaires de ces charges sont élus im- 
médiatement apres |’élection du Bureau et exercent leur charge selon les 
voeux du Bureau. Lors du changement de Bureau, le trésorier reste en charge 
jusqu’a la fin de l’année civile. 


ART. 7. 
Fonctions du Bureau. Les fonctions du Bureau comprennent |’admission de 
nouveaux membres, la préparation et la publication du budget et des comp- 
tes, la fixation du montant de la cotisation, la diffusion de l'information aux 
membres (notamment par le Compte rendu annuel et les Newsletters), le pa- 
tronage de travaux individuels, de publications et de conférences de numis- 
matique, l’organisation du Congrés international et toute autre activité rela- 
tive, selon lui, aux objectifs du CIN. 


ART. 8. 
Finances. Les dépenses d’administration et de publication sont couvertes par 
les cotisations annuelles, les dons, les legs, et d’éventuelles subventions. 


ART. 9. 
Siége. Le siege du CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 


ART. 10. 
Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit étre approuvée 
a la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés a l’assemblée générale. Toute 
proposition de modification doit étre signifiée aux membres, par écrit, au 
moins trois mois avant l’assemblée. 


ART. 11. 
Dissolution. Le CIN peut étre dissoute par la majorité des votes exprimés a 
lassemblée générale. 


CONSTITUTION 


OF THE INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC COUNCIL (INC) 
ADOPTED ON AUGUST 30, 2009 IN GLASGOW 


ART. 1. 
Purpose. The purpose of the INC is to promote numismatics and related dis- 
ciplines by facilitating cooperation among individuals and institutions in the 
field of numismatics and related disciplines. 


ART. 2. 
Membership. The following organisations may become members of the INC: 
a. Public numismatic collections, 
b. Universities, non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and 

societies (local, national and international), 

c. Mints. 
Members shall be admitted by the Committee and shall pay an annual sub- 
scription determined by the Committee. Failure to pay the subscription shall 
terminate membership. Membership will commence from the date of pay- 
ment of the first annual subscription. 


ART. 3. 
Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary members at its 
Meetings on proposal of the Committee. Honorary members do not pay the 
annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


ART. 4. 
Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each International Numis- 
matic Congress, which in principle should take place every six years. If there 
is no International Numismatic Congress within seven years after the last 
congress, a Meeting must be organized on a different occasion to be fixed by 
the Committee. Each ordinary member may designate one voting delegate to 
the General Meeting. A delegate may not represent more than three ordinary 
members. Members who have not paid their subscription may not vote. Ho- 
norary members may vote only in person. 


ART. 5. 
Committee. The Committee of the INC consists of nine members if possible 
including representatives of each of the categories in article 2. The Commit- 
tee members shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at the 
next General Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Committee shall 
meet at least annually. The Committee constitutes itself, i.e. it elects the Pre- 
sident and distributes other offices. In the event of death or resignation of a 
member, the Committee shall have the right to co-opt a replacement until the 
General Meeting. 
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ART. 6. 
Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice-Presidents, 
the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected immediately after 
the election of the Committee and shall serve at the pleasure of the Commit- 
tee. When the Committee changes, the Treasurer will remain in office until 
the end of the calendar year. 


ART. 7. 
Duties of the Committee. The duties of the Committee shall include admitting 
new members; preparing and publishing a budget and fixing the subscrip- 
tion; disseminating information among the membership (particularly through 
the annual report, in the Compte rendu, and Newsletters); extending patro- 
nage to particular projects, publications and conferences, organising the In- 
ternational Numismatic Congress and all other activities consistent, in the 
opinion of the Committee, with the purpose of the INC. 


ART. 8. 
Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are covered, by an- 
nual subscriptions, by gifts, by legacies and grants. 


ART. 9. 
Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 


ART. 10. 
Change of Constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two thirds ma- 
jority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed changes 
must be given to the members in writing at least three months prior to the 
Meeting. 


ART. 11. 
Dissolution. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of two thirds of the votes 
cast at the General Meeting. 


THE LAW AND PRACTICE REGARDING COIN FINDS

UNITED STATES LAWS CONCERNING THE TRADE IN 
CULTURAL PROPERTY 


This is the third of a series of three articles discussing the laws of the United 
States relating to coin finds. The first article discussed treasure trove, namely 
finds on land within the United States;1 the second article discussed the laws 
relating to shipwrecks, covering finds on navigable waters;2 this article dis- 
cusses the laws relating to the import of cultural property into the United 
States, which affect the importation of coin finds discovered outside the 
United States. There are no United States laws concerning the export of cul- 
tural property from the United States. 


I. The Control of the Trade in Cultural Property through Federal Statutes. 


The United States controls the trade in cultural property through four federal 
statutes: these are the customs statute against smuggling goods into the 
United States; the National Stolen Property Act (NSPA);4 the Convention on 
Cultural Property Implementation Act (CCPIA);> and the Archaeological Re- 
sources Preservation Act (ARPA).6 With the exception of the test case filed by 
the Ancient Coin Collectors’ Guild (ACCG) in Baltimore in February 2010, 
none of these laws has been applied to coin imports, but what applies to other 
cultural property could also apply to coins. Other than the ACCG test case, 
the only U.S. litigation concerning a coin hoard found overseas and imported 
into the United States was the civil litigation concerning the Elmali (Deca- 
drachm) Hoard.7

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In the late 1960s, the removal of Mayan steles from Mexico and Central 
America became «an irretrievable cultural catastrophe.»8 The U.S. legal re- 
sponse took four forms. First, the United States signed a treaty with Mexico 
on the recovery of stolen cultural properties.? The second response was the 
United States’ negotiation and ratification of the UNESCO Convention.1° The 
third response came in 1972 when Congress enacted a statute that banned 
the importation of pre-Columbian monumental or architectural sculpture or 
murals unless they came with a certificate from the country of origin. If they 
lacked that certificate, the pieces were to be forfeited and returned to the 
country of origin.11 The fourth response was the prosecution of trafficking in 
pre-Columbian artifacts using federal anti-theft statutes. 


A. The National Stolen Property Act (NSPA) and the Anti-Smuggling Statute. 


The modern history of U.S. Federal government statutes against theft be- 
gins with the Dyer Act of 1919, passed to combat the nationwide market in 
stolen cars.12 High profile crimes in the late 1920s and early 1930s (associ- 
ated with the names of John Dillinger, Clyde Barrow and Bonnie Parker) 
impelled Congress to pass Federal statutes against thefts that conferred ju- 
risdiction on the Federal Bureau of Investigation and its publicity-hungry 
director, J. Edgar Hoover.13 The National Stolen Property Act (NSPA) of 
1934 extended the laws against stolen motor vehicles to the theft of other 
moveable property, notably securities.14

In the first antiquities case to come before the U.S. courts, an antiquities 
dealer, Clive Hollinshead, bribed Guatemalan officers to have a Mayan stele, 
Machaquila Stele Number 2, cut up, transported across Guatemalan border 
with British Honduras, packed at a fish packing plant in Belize into boxes la- 
beled «personal effects», and shipped to Miami, Florida. Hollinshead tried to 
sell the stele in the United States, but was arrested in California. The district 
court did not address the issue of whether the defendants knew the stele was 
considered stolen under Guatemalan law, but the appellate court considered 
this harmless error, because the evidence was overwhelming that the defen- 
dants knew that the removal of the stele was against Guatemalan law and that 
the stele was stolen.15 


Hollinshead was an easy case. The stele was known and documented, so it 
was easy to prove that it had been illicitly removed from Guatemala. It was 
not an artifact that had remained in the ground, unknown until it was first dis- 
covered by excavation. It was a very different case from McClain. 


In McClain, the defendants were convicted under the NSPA for dealing in ar- 
tifacts that had been excavated in Mexico. The defendants tried to sell the ar- 
tifacts to a Cleveland businessman, who called in the FBI. The FBI agents 
posed as members of the Mafia who wanted to buy stolen antiquities and fly 
them out of the United States in a private airplane. This showed that the Mc- 
Clain defendants had the requisite mental state (mens rea), i.e. they know- 
ingly entered into a criminal conspiracy to deal in artifacts that they believed 
to have been stolen from Mexico. In the first conviction of the McClain defen- 
dants, the trial court held that Mexico had owned all the pre-Columbian arti- 
facts in the country since the law of 1897, and therefore any artifacts taken 
out of Mexico had been stolen from that country. This decision clouded the 
title of most pre-Columbian artifacts in the collections of U.S. museums, since 
they had been acquired after 1897.16 The appellate court attacked the lower 
court’s decision through an analysis of Mexican law. The prosecution’s ex- 
pert on Mexican law, Alejandro Gertz Manero,17 the deputy attorney general

of Mexico, had testified that ownership of pre-Columbia artifacts had been 
vested in the government since 1897.18 The appellate court rejected this con- 
tention and determined that Mexico only fully vested itself with ownership of 
its pre-Columbian artifacts by its federal law of May 6, 1972.19 The McClain I 
court held that a declaration of national ownership is necessary before illegal 
exportation of an article can be considered theft under the NSPA.20 The Mc- 
Clain IT appellate court?1 summed up the prior appellate holding in these 
words: «in addition to the rights of ownership as understood by the common 
law, the NSPA also protects ownership derived from foreign legislative pro- 
nouncements, even though the owned objects have never been reduced to 
possession by the foreign government.»22 


The holding that a government could make itself the owner of property that 
had not been reduced to possession was widely criticized as against tradi- 
tional Anglo-American legal doctrines,?3 and Senator Moynihan attempted to 
overturn the McClain holding by new legislation, 24 but did not succeed.25 The 
McClain holding, however, has not been widely followed. Only one appellate 
decision has followed McClain in the three decades since, namely Schultz.26

McClain had an odd subsequent history. The McClain defendants were ar- 
rested and the artifacts seized in March 1974. As of May 1985, «prosecution 
under the McClain theory [had] not yet resulted in recovery of artifacts by ei- 
ther Mexico or Peru, since the McClain artifacts themselves [were] still await- 
ing a piece-by-piece determination of ownership by the Fifth Circuit.»27 


In between the McClain decisions and Schultz, two other decisions involving 
the import of archaeological artifacts were decided on the basis of the cus- 
toms statute.28 In each case the importer either concealed the artifacts en- 
tirely or made material misrepresentations about the artifacts. In Davis, a case 
that has been ignored in the secondary literature, Eugene John Davis brought 
seventy-nine pieces of pre-Columbian statuary from Mexico into the United 
States without declaring them to U.S. customs. The statues were hidden un- 
derneath the rear seat and in the spare tire wheel well.29 Davis was convicted 
of violating the U.S. anti-smuggling statute.30 In Antique Platter,31 the Italian 
government made a Letters Rogatory Request to confiscate a gold phiale in 
the possession of the financier Michael Steinhardt.32 The customs declaration 
stated that the country of origin of the object was Switzerland, even though 
the piece is said to have been discovered at Caltavuturo in Sicily during elec- 
trical work by an Italian utility company.33 In 1991 the piece was traded for 
objects worth $90,000 to the antiquities dealer William Veres of Zurich, who 
sold it to Robert Haber, acting for Michael Steinhardt, for $1.2 million; but on 
the customs declaration the value was given as $250,000.34 These material 
misstatements ensured the forfeiture of the object to the U.S. government, 
which returned the piece to Italy.35

An interesting aspect of Antique Platter is that when the antiquities dealer 
Robert Haber gave a deposition, he pled the Fifth Amendment to the United 
States Constitution,3¢ which protects witnesses against self-incrimination.37 
Although Haber’s Fifth Amendment plea saved him from criminal prosecu- 
tion, it made it difficult to argue that the phiale itself had been imported into 
the United States innocently.38 A witness’s assertion of the Fifth Amendment 
privilege can be used as evidence for the government in a related civil pro- 
ceeding.?9 


With the Schultz decision of 2004 an appellate court again faced the issue of 
whether an object that was excavated in a foreign country that claimed owner- 
ship of all archaeological artifacts in the ground could be considered stolen un- 
der the terms of the NSPA. Schultz arose out of the 1997 conviction in the 
United Kingdom of Jonathan Tokeley-Parry for trading in stolen objects from 
Egypt. In exchange for a reduction in his sentence, Tokeley-Parry testified 
against his U.S. associate, the antiquities dealer Frederick Schultz. In upholding 
Schultz’s conviction, the Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit held that a for- 
eign government can, indeed, make itself into the owner of all the antiquities 
within its borders, even if they are still lying in the ground undiscovered.40 


Hollinshead is the only case where the conviction was based on an actual 
violation of the NSPA.41 McClain II affirmed the conviction of the defendants 
of conspiracy to violate the NSPA, but reversed their conviction on the sub- 
stantial counts.42 Frederick Schultz was also convicted of one count of con- 
spiracy to violate the NSPA, rather than violation of the NSPA itself.43 All the

government needs to prove a conspiracy is a meeting of the minds to embark 
upon a criminal conspiracy, and one overt act, even if innocuous in itself, in 
furtherance of the conspiracy. This makes conspiracy resemble a thought 
crime,“ particularly if there is no conviction on the underlying substantial of- 
fense. This use of the conspiracy statute to police the antiquities market is 
disturbing. 


B. Smuggling Objects Out of a Foreign Country Does Not Violate 
United States Law. 


It was held in McClain I,4° and it has repeatedly been held since,46 that 
smuggling goods out of a foreign country does not violate the laws of the 
United States. Thus Norton Simon’s memorable comment about his antiqui- 
ties collection is not an admission that he violated any U.S. law: 


Hell, yes, it was smuggled. I spent between $15 million and $16 million over 
the last two years on Asian art, and most of it was smuggled. I don’t know 
whether it was stolen.47 


The United States will, however, enforce another country’s anti-smuggling 
statute if the United States has concluded a Memorandum of Understanding with 
that country under the Convention on Cultural Property Implementation Act.

C. The Convention on Cultural Property Implementation Act (CCPIA). 


In 1970 the United States participated in negotiating the UNESCO Conven- 
tion on Cultural Property.48 The UNESCO secretariat, the Soviet Union and 
other states of the eastern bloc advocated shutting down the international 
trade in cultural property, including a worldwide import ban. The Harvard law 
professor Paul M. Bator negotiated a compromise with Mexico: the source 
countries would allow a regulated trade in cultural property in exchange for 
import restrictions imposed by the market countries when pillage rose to the 
level of an emergency. To Bator’s regret, the UNESCO Convention did ban 
exports.49 The United States Senate gave its advice and consent to the UN- 
ESCO Convention on Cultural Property in August 1972,5° but since the United 
States considered the treaty not to be self-executing, it required the passage 
of a Federal statute before it became law in the United States. The Convention 
on Cultural Property Implementation Act became law in 1983.51 Mexico was 
displeased by the passage of the CCPIA because it did not include an export 
ban and added a reservation to the UNESCO Convention criticizing the 
United States.52 


Under the CCPIA, if a foreign country considers that the pillage has become 
an emergency, it can request the conclusion of a Memorandum of Under- 
standing (MOU).53 The U.S. State Department refers the question to the Cul- 
tural Property Advisory Committee, which is composed of the competing in- 
terests in cultural property: two members from museums, three members 
from the archaeological profession, three members from the art dealing 
trade, and three members from the public.54 The CPAC makes a recommen- 
dation, which the President (i.e. the State Department) takes into considera- 
tion (although the CPAC recommendation is not binding®>) when concluding 
the MOU and the MOU is published in the Federal Register.5¢ In recent years

MOUs have proliferated; the United States has concluded them with thirteen 
countries.57 Coins were not included in any MOUs until the 2007 MOU re- 
newal with the Republic of Cyprus, which included gold, silver, and bronze 
coins of Cypriot types.58 In 2009 the United States concluded an MOU with 
China, which included coins from the very beginnings of coinage in China 
through the Tang dynasty (618-907 C.E.).59 In 2010 the United States re- 
ceived two proposals for MOUs, both of which may include coins (although 
that is not known for certain): one is for the renewal of its MOU from Italy and 
the other is for the conclusion of a new MOU from Greece. As of this writing 
(December 2010), final MOUs have not yet been issued for these two countries.

Coins of Cypriot type including, but not limited to: 

(1) Issues of the ancient kingdoms of Amathus, Kition, Kourion, Idalion, Lapethos, Mar- 
ion, Paphos, Soli, and Salamis dating from the end of the 6" century B.C. to 332 B.C. 
(2) Issues of the Hellenistic period, such as those of Paphos, Salamis, and Kition from 
332 B.C. to c. 30 B.C. 

(3) Provincial and local issues of the Roman period from c. 30 B.C. to 235 A.D. Often 
these have a bust or head on one side and the image of a temple (the Temple of 
Aphrodite at Palaipaphos) or statue (statue of Zeus Salaminios) on the other.

The Chinese MOU applies to coinage from its beginnings under the Zhou Dynasty 
through the Tang Dynasty. The MOU is poorly drafted; rather than the simple listing 
that would be expected from a regulation it gives a narrative history of the develop- 
ment of Chinese coinage. Moreover, rather than stopping its history of Chinese 
coinage at 907 C.E., with the end of the Tang Dynasty, it goes on to describes coinage 
developments up through 959 C.E. 74 Fed. Reg. 2838, 2842 (Jan. 16, 2009). This poor 
drafting violates the “specific and precise” and “fair notice” requirements of the 
CCPIA. 19 U.S.C. §2604 (2006). 


The CCPIA also bans the importation of «stolen cultural property» into the 
United States, but it uses stolen in the more conventional sense of taken from 
an existing collection, and not the McClain sense of excavated from the soil.6° 
Thus the U.S. government bans the possession of cultural property that has 
been stolen in two senses: McClain stolen under the NSPA, and really stolen 
under the CCPIA. The use of the word «stolen» in two different senses in U.S. 
cultural property law has confused at least one federal judge, who cited Pro- 
fessor Paul M. Bator as a supporter of the McClain holding that the NSPA 
should be used against those who trade in stolen artifacts.1 This is incorrect: 
Bator opposed the McClain decision and testified in favor of Senator Moyni- 
han’s bill to overturn it.62 


Bator said that (1) import controls should be imposed only in crisis situations; 
(2) the categories of art subject to controls must be narrowly defined; and 
that (3) the policy must encourage international exchanges of art.63 In prac- 
tice, import controls have been imposed as a matter of course and subject to 
open-ended renewals; the categories of art have been broadly and carelessly 
defined; and the United States has received small and begrudging loans of 
art in return. A very overbroad request under the CCPIA was that from China 
encompassing artifacts through the Revolution of 1912,64 even though the 
CCPIA does not apply to objects less than 250 years old.¢5 Moreover, the 
MOUs have been negotiated with a lack of transparency; documents distrib- 
uted to the CPAC are routinely stamped «Eyes Only»®6 and although the State 
Department is supposed to file regular reports to Congress about these activ- 
ities,67 these reports have not been made.68 The United States uses cultural 
property as a tradeoff for other foreign policy goals: the United States

concluded an MOU with Canada to assuage that country’s objections to the 
Helms-Burton Act, and included coins in the renewal of the MOU with Cyprus 
to get that country’s co-operation in the so-called global war on terror.7 Fur- 
thermore, although the CCPIA encourages multilateral action — the request- 
ing nations must take their own measures against the plundering of archae- 
ological sites,71 all nations involved must encourage the international inter- 
change of cultural property72 and must seek the co-operation of other market 
nations to restrict the import of plundered material? — the U.S. grants and re- 
news MOUs without insisting on significant measures by requesting nations 
or anyone else. A recent example is the Chinese MOU, which was granted de- 
spite China’s wide-open market for antiquities.74 


Under the CCPIA’s safe harbor provisions, the law does not apply to an object 
owned by a museum for at least three years, which was purchased by the mu- 
seum in good faith and without notice that it was illegally imported, and one 
of the following: (1) the object was publicized through the press; or (2) ex- 
hibited to the public for periods totaling at least one year; or (3) cataloged 
and the catalog made available to public for at least two years.75 The CCPIA 
also does not apply if the object has been in United States for at least ten 
years and has either (1) been exhibited by a museum for at least five years76 
or (2) the state party received fair notice of its location.77 Finally, the CCPIA 
does not apply if the object has been in the United States for at least twenty 
years and its possessor purchased it without knowledge or reason to believe 
that the piece was imported in violation of law.78 Thus litigation concerning 
cultural property invokes either the NSPA79 or state laws like replevin and 
conversion,8° and not the CCPIA; the CCPIA is most effective at the point of 
import or soon afterwards.

It was not until 200981 that there was a reported decision applying the 
CCPIA.82 Exipion Ernesto Ortiz-Espinoza, a citizen of Bolivia, brought two 
paintings of the colonial-era Cuzco school from Bolivia to Washington, DC, 
and attempted to sell them. The paintings had been crudely cut out of their 
frames. An appraiser suspected that the paintings were stolen and reported 
them to the FBI.83 The FBI, unable to prove that the paintings were stolen, 
filed a forfeiture proceeding under the CCPIA.84 The paintings, as colonial era 
paintings produced by indigenous people used for religious evangelism 
among those people and important to the cultural heritage of those peoples, 
were subject to the U.S.-Peru MOU.85 Ortiz-Espinoza defended on the 
grounds that the paintings were actually from Bolivia.86 However, Bolivia also 
has a MOU banning the export of colonial-era paintings produced by indige- 
nous peoples, and thus the court granted summary judgment to the U.S. gov- 
ernment for forfeiture of the paintings.87 Oddly, the court also held that after 
forfeiture, the three claimants — Peru, Bolivia, and even Ortiz-Espinoza him- 
self — could apply for the return of the painting from the U.S. government.88 
Presumably a decision in favor of Ortiz-Espinoza would mean that he has a 
better possessory right than Bolivia or Peru to the paintings — he just does 
not have the right to import those paintings into the United States, and thus 
must retain them outside the U.S. 


This case has two troubling aspects. First, the U.S. government is using the 
CCPIA to seize art that it thinks is stolen, but which it cannot actually prove is 
stolen.89 This cuts against the safeguards of the U.S. criminal justice system. 
Secondly, the definition of paintings as ethnological objects is murky. The 
court said that one way to tell whether the paintings came from the Cuzco 
school was that they render «the figures with Andean facial characteristics.»9° 
This is too vague for a criminal statute.94

D. The Archaeological Resources Protection Act (ARPA). 


A remarkable development has been the application of ARPA to archaeolog- 
ical artifacts from foreign countries.92 ARPA should apply only to federal and 
Indian lands within the territory of the United States.93 In the Gerber case, 
however, a Federal appellate court held that ARPA also bans the trafficking 
of artifacts acquired in violation of any state and local laws, namely criminal 
trespass. Since 1996, ARPA has been applied in at least three cases to pros- 
ecute the trafficking of foreign archaeological artifacts.9> The rationale is that 
the foreign archaeological artifacts are «stolen» in the McClain sense; traffick- 
ing in them violates state laws against trafficking in stolen property; and thus 
this also violates ARPA.% 


It has been suggested that the rationale behind using ARPA is that it cuts out 
the mens rea requirement (that one act knowingly, or scienter) that is part of 
the NSPA.97 This, however, is unlikely; even if there is no scienter require- 
ment in ARPA, the underlying state statutes that forbid trafficking in stolen 
objects do have a scienter requirement, which cannot be evaded merely by 
incorporating them in ARPA. 


The likeliest explanation is that this use of ARPA arises from the difficult cir- 
cumstances of the Gerber case. Arthur Gerber was the nation’s leading traf- 
ficker in illegally acquired Indian artifacts, who had pled guilty to criminal 
trespass twice before and was sued for $100,000 for conversion by one 
landowner, but found not liable because the statute of limitations had 
passed.98 Gerber and his associates committed criminal trespass when they

removed the objects from the land of the General Electric Company in Indi- 
ana. Although Gerber resided in Indiana, his associates resided in other 
states and could not be extradited because criminal trespass is a misde- 
meanor and misdemeanors are not extraditable offenses. The meaning of a 
Federal statute, ARPA, was stretched to convict Gerber and his associates. 
Once one Federal prosecutor had used ARPA in this unusual fashion, others 
were tempted to go down the same route. 


Il. Private Litigation Concerning Antiquities. 
A. The Defendant Prevails: Peru v. Johnson and the Sevso Treasure. 


Foreign governments have also sued as private litigants in U.S. courts to re- 
claim antiquities. These cases are brought under the state laws of replevin (a 
demand for the return of the actual object) and conversion (a demand for the 
proceeds from the sale of the object). In Peru v. Johnson, the trial court 
found for the defendants for three reasons, geographical, temporal, and legal. 
The geographical defense was that Peru had not proved that the artifacts 
were actually found in Peru; Peru’s expert witness, the archaeologist Fran- 
cisco Iriarte Brenner, admitted that the artifacts could also have been found 
in Ecuador or Bolivia, or even Polynesia, as well as in Peru, and one customs’ 
declaration stated that the artifacts came from Colombia.10° The temporal de- 
fense was that Peru could not prove that the artifacts were excavated after 
Peru’s enactment of an ownership law in 1985.11 The legal defense was that 
the ownership law did not apply to collectors within Peru, and thus acted as 
an export restriction rather than a true ownership law.10 In the case concern- 
ing the Sevso treasure of Roman silver, the defendant, the Marquess of 
Northampton, prevailed because Croatia and Hungary both claimed that the 
treasure had been illegally exported from their land, and the jury found nei- 
ther claim convincing. Here the geographical defense prevailed again.13

B. The Plaintiff Prevails: The Karun Treasure and the Elmali Hoard. 


1. THE KARUN (LYDIAN) TREASURE. 
Turkey has prevailed in two private actions brought against collectors of an- 
tiquities. In a case against the Metropolitan Museum of Art concerning the 
Lydian hoard (also called the Karun treasure) from Usak, commenced by 
Turkey in May 1987, the Metropolitan Museum argued that the statute of lim- 
itations of three years had already passed, and in the alternative that it was 
entitled to the equitable defense of laches because it had been prejudiced by 
the plaintiff's unreasonable delay in commencing the action. In New York, the 
statute of limitations only begins to run once the claimant demands the return 
of the object and the possessor refuses.1% The trial court accordingly dis- 
missed the Met’s motion for summary judgment.1% Turkey’s complaint ar- 
gued in the alternative that the Met was either a good faith purchaser, but 
Turkey had sued within the statute of limitations, or that, even if Turkey had 
delayed its suit beyond the statutory period, the Met was a bad faith pur- 
chaser when it bought the Karun hoard.1% Usually a plaintiff suing in conver- 
sion only asserts that the defendant is a good faith purchaser, since bad faith 
is difficult to prove. In discovery, the Met’s own documents proved that the 
Met had, indeed, acted in bad faith when it bought the Karun treasure and 
hid it away in its basement.197 As the Met itself admitted, «we learned through 
the legal process of discovery that our own records suggested that some mu- 
seum staff during the 1960s were likely aware, even as they acquired these 
objects, that their provenance was controversial.»108 This affair epitomizes 
the disastrous Met directorship of Thomas P. F. Hoving.109 The Karun treas- 
ure was returned to Turkey;110 sadly, a prize specimen of the Karun treasure, 
a gold hippocampus, has since been stolen from the Usak Museum as part of 
an inside job.11

2. THE ELMALI (DECADRACHM) HOARD. 
Turkey v. OKS Partners is the only case that actually involves a coin hoard.112 
It concerned a hoard of 2,000 Greek and Lydian coins that was dug up in El- 
mali, Turkey and bought by a partnership of the petroleum heir William I. 
Koch,113 the New York investment banker Jonathan Kagan, and the academic 
Jeffrey Spier. The two matters of contention involved the statute of limita- 
tions114 and the geographical defense. 


A July 1984 letter from the Swiss coin dealer Silvia Hurter to the Boston cu- 
rator Cornelius Clarkson Vermeule II was a crucial piece of evidence. The 
letter read: 


The main reason for this letter, however, is an interesting piece of gossip. Ru- 
mors have it that the hoard that could reasonably be called the «Hoard of the 
Century» is slowly moving to your part of the world. Or wouldn't you agree that 
any hoard that contains 7 decadrachms of Athens is the Hoard of the Century? 
There may be one snag I'd like you to be aware of. We heard from a reasonably 
reliable source of information that the Turkish authorities are aware of it. The 
word Interpol was mentioned though I don’t know if actual steps were taken. It 
seems that one of the peasants on the find spot bought a Mercedes or did some- 
thing similarly intelligent. Maybe this piece of information is of use to you some 
day, but please make sure that it cannot be traced back to us.115 


Vermeule told Koch about this letter shortly after it arrived.116 And in 1988, 
Vermeule warned Koch to keep a low profile: «It would be wise to let the dust 
settle before exhibiting the coins. One doesn’t want a process server from the 
Turkish Embassy’s New York lawyers.»117

Although the Hurter letter to Vermeule shows that the Turkish authorities 
were aware of the abstraction of the coins as early as July 1984, Turkey did 
all that could be reasonably expected, including having Interpol issue red no- 
tices for two of the traffickers in the hoard, Fuat Aydiner and Edip Tel- 
liagago lu.118 And since Koch was informed of the letter around the same time 
(and about the involvement of Interpol), he was not a good faith purchaser, 
which tolls the statute of limitations. The subsequent Vermeule letter likewise 
proves that, as of 1988, Koch was in receipt of information that he possessed 
coins to which he did not have good title. 


The OKS Partners court also held, in its ruling on a motion for summary judg- 
ment in 1994, that under Turkish law as it has existed since 1906, Turkey has 
an unconditional right to possession of any coin hoard found in its lands, thus 
following the precedent established in McClain I.119 This left the defendants 
only with the possibility of the geographical defense. 


The defendants did a good job of sabotaging their own geographical defense. 
Jeffrey Spier, in his Oxford doctoral dissertation, stated that the Decadrachm 
Hoard had been found in «Lycia.»120 Jonathan Kagan’s wife, Sallie Fried, said 
in a paper delivered at Oxford and published in British Archaeological Reports 
that «the find spot is probably somewhere in southern Anatolia.»121 Although 
the Turkish authorities developed their own sources for determining the find 
spot, including confessions from the initial finders, the defendants planned 
to attack these confessions as extracted under duress.122 These admissions 
contrary to interest by the defendants, by contrast, would be accepted into 
evidence without objection. The defendants responded to Turkey’s «embar- 
rassing catalogue of their self-inflicted wounds with a cauldron of scalding 
rhetoric» and «some weasling.»123 However, since the court had restricted 
discovery to the Elmali Hoard on Turkey’s assurances that it could prove that 
the coins possessed by the defendants were indeed the Elmali Hoard the 
court held that it could not grant summary judgment to Turkey but had to let 
the case proceed to trial to produce a full airing of all the facts.124 


The defendants’ obstructive litigation annoyed the court. In 1993, when the 
litigants were conducting discovery on the Turkish laws concerning cultural 
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property, they sought to take depositions of Turkish ministers and civil ser- 
vants involved in drafting the laws. The court struck down this demand as 
overbroad.125 In 1998, in ruling on a third defense motion for summary judg- 
ment, the same judge who noted the defendants’ «cauldron of scalding rhet- 
oric» and their «weasling» also curtly observed, «Judge Skinner has ruled 
twice before on this motion. Three times is too many and the third time is too 
late.»126 In March 1999 the defendants settled and returned the coins to 
Turkey.127 


Acar and Kaylan raise an interesting hypothetical: U.S. museums, including 
the American Numismatic Society and the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, at 
various times had parts of the Elmali hoard in their possession. Could they 
have been criminally prosecuted under the NSPA?128 Although Acar and Kay- 
lan find this prospect improbable, there is nothing in the language of the 
NSPA that would gainsay such a prosecution. 


IV. Defenses against Claims for Antiquities from the U.S. Federal 
Government and Private Litigants. 


Litigants have used several defenses with varying success: the legal defense, 
which contends that the foreign state seeking the return of the objects has 
not passed a true ownership law; the temporal defense, which contends that 
the foreign objects that are sought were removed from the foreign state be- 
fore the passage of the ownership law; the statute of limitations defense, 
which did not prevail in either of the cases brought by Turkey because in both 
cases there was evidence that the defendants were bad faith, rather than 
good faith, purchasers; and the geographical defense, which contends that 
the objects were not found within the modern borders of the foreign state. 
The defense that has proved most powerful has been the geographical de- 
fense, which prevailed in Peru v. Johnson and in the Sevso treasure case. 


One defense raised and rejected in Schultz was of mistake of law.129 This de- 
fense deserves more consideration than the short shrift given it by the Schultz 
court. The McClain holding in effect incorporates foreign antiquities laws into 
United States law. It imposes on the would-be purchaser of an antiquity the 
duty to learn the laws of dozens of countries, many of which are not pub- 
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lished in English or in any of the major European languages.13° Learning all 
these laws is practically impossible for an international lawyer, let alone for 
an art dealer or a collector. Even the U.S. Department of Justice is not entirely 
clear about the status of cultural property laws; in 1985 its Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General testified to the U.S. Senate, «Except for Mexico, most for- 
eign nations, according to our understanding, have not passed appropriate 
statutes which are sufficiently enforced to give rise to such proof.»131 Courts 
have since held to the contrary that the statutes of Egypt (enacted in 1983),132 
Italy (enacted in 1939),133 and Turkey (enacted in 1906)1%4 are sufficiently en- 
forced to give rise to such proof. 


One defense, which has not been adequately litigated, even though it was 
specifically referred to in Footnote 12 of McClain I,135 relies on the takings 
clause of the Fifth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution.136 Supreme Court 
Justice William Brennan defined what is not a taking of moveable personal 
property in the following terms: «The regulations challenged here do not 
compel the surrender of the artifacts, and there is no physical invasion or 
restraint upon them.»187 This suggests what is a taking: where an artifact is 
required to be surrendered for public use and the owner loses the entire bun- 
dle of property rights. Since in each case considered the foreign government 
was seeking that the artifact be surrendered to it, all these cases involve tak- 
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ings. The analysis then moves to whether the person who surrenders the ar- 
chaeological artifact has received «just compensation.» «Just compensation» 
is considered by U.S. courts to be the fair market value of the object.138 The 
Mexican and Egyptian laws139 provide for no compensation at all; the Turkish 
statute allows for a «reward,» not a purchase price, which cannot exceed the 
fair value of the find, as determined by state officials.14° The only foreign 
statute that can be certain to comply with U.S. constitutional standards is the 
United Kingdom Treasure Act of 1996.141 


Both Schultz courts asserted that Egypt compensated its citizens for takings, 
but the trial court did admit that a finder of an antiquity after 1983 would not 
receive compensation, but was eligible for a reward paid at the discretion of 
the Egyptian government.142 Egypt’s government witness was more frank, 
when he said, «The person who found the antiquity is not compensated for 
the item, because it never belonged to the finder.»143 United States law rec- 
ognizes that the owner of the land also owns everything under it: cuius est 
solum eius est usque ad coelum et ad inferos, or, in an alternative formulation, 
ab orco usque ad coelum.144 When a government claims ownership of all the 
undiscovered antiquities in its soil, it can either compensate landowners for 
this taking by paying for the contingent interest at the time of the legal dec- 
laration, or it can compensate the landowner/finder when this contingent in- 
terest vests, i.e. by paying market value for the antiquity at the time of dis- 
covery. Countries that do neither will be vulnerable to a takings defense in 
U.S. litigation. 


There is a second part to the analysis in McClain I, Footnote 12: a defense 
could also succeed where a foreign country’s national declaration of owner- 
ship «did not comply with other American notions of fundamental fair- 
ness.»145 An example is provided by the very law relied upon in McClain J, 
Mexico’s Law of May 6, 1972 and its connection to the violent death of 
Miguel Malo Zozaya. Malo Zozaya was a local historian of San Miguel de Al- 
lende. After the passage of the Mexican law of May 6, 1972, Malo Zozaya was 
told that he would have to register his collection with the government or hand 
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the artifacts over. He was ready to register his collection, but officers of the 
Mexican federal government, led by the same Alejandro Gertz Manero who 
testified before the trial court in McClain I, came not to register it but to seize 
it. Malo Zozaya then died violently under mysterious circumstances. The 
Mexican government asserted that Malo Zozaya had been systematically loot- 
ing archaeological sites in the area and that he shot himself out of shame 
when his crimes were revealed.146 Malo Zozaya’s death offends all notions of 
«fundamental fairness.» 


Miguel Malo Zozaya is not the only person who has met an untimely death 
because of overzealous enforcement of archaeological laws. The Peruvian 
huaquero Ernil Bernal was shot dead in a raid on his home arranged by the 
archaeologist Walter Alva.147 The American art historian Roxanna Brown, 
a 62-year-old amputee, died of untreated peritonitis while imprisoned in 
Seattle by the U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement as part of an in- 
vestigation concerning tax evasion involving Southeast Asian artifacts.148 
The FBI investigation into trafficking in Indian artifacts from the Four Cor- 
ners region has caused three suicides.149 


V. Summary. 


Although U.S. laws against trafficking in cultural property seem formidable 
on their face, they are less so than they appear. No court has applied these 
laws to coins except for the private litigation about the Elmali Hoard. Peru 
and Turkey have been discouraged by their experience with private litigation, 
Peru because of its setback in Peru v. Johnson,° Turkey because of the high 
cost of litigating in the United States.151 The subsequent fates of the artifacts 
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are discouraging: the McClain artifacts were still tied up in litigation eleven 
years after the arrests, the Gerber artifacts were never made available for se- 
rious archaeological study and were reburied, and the prize piece in the 
Karun Treasure was stolen from the Usak Museum. The Asian Antiquities in- 
vestigation, commenced with huge fanfare, resulted in the death of Roxanna 
Brown while in custody, the repatriation of some artifacts to Cambodia, and 
not a single conviction. The Four Corners investigation has had equally har- 
rowing results — three suicides. 


U.S. cultural property law will thus evolve along these lines: 

Immigration and Customs Enforcement, part of the Department of Homeland 
Security, will continue to make opportunistic seizures of artifacts. Since the 
value of the artifacts seized is less than the cost of litigation, these will go un- 
contested. The returns of these objects to their countries of origin provide 
nice «photo ops» for diplomats and other U.S. officials. 


The Department of State will continue to conclude MOUs under the CCPIA, 
but the sloppy drafting makes these MOUs virtually meaningless. 


The Department of Justice was very cautious about choosing its criminal 
prosecutions in the past, and, after the fiascos of Asian Antiquities and Four 
Corners, should be more cautious in the future. It would be surprising if Jus- 
tice embarks on more prosecutions after those two investigations turned out 
so badly. 


In short, the United States has formidable laws controlling the trade in cul- 
tural property on paper, but actual enforcement is haphazard and sloppy. In 
this way the United States laws on cultural property bear a strong resem- 
blance to those of nearly every other nation in the world, with the exception 
of the United Kingdom. 


LES GRANDS NUMISMATES / FAMOUS NUMISMATISTS 


FELICITY BODENSTEIN 
ERNEST BABELON (1854-1924) 


Au tournant du XX® siecle, Ernest Babelon fut le principal promoteur d’une 
numismatique moderne, véritable science auxiliaire de l’histoire et de I’his- 
toire de l'art. Il établit la monnaie ancienne « 4 la fois (comme), un organe so- 
cial, un élément d’information stire pour les annales de tous les temps et une 
ceuvre d’art ». Entré au Cabinet des médailles et antiques de la Bibliotheque 
nationale en 1878, E. Babelon en devint le directeur en 1892, occupant ce 
poste pendant trente-deux ans. De part ses travaux extrémement suivis et 
consciencieux, il laissa l’empreinte d’un directeur omniprésent, militant, qui 
présida activement sur tout les projets d’expansion et de catalogage des col- 
lections. Il incarne véritablement toute une période dans histoire du Cabinet. 
La bibliographie d’Ernest Babelon couvre presque tous les champs du savoir 
archéologique, chose d’autant plus remarquable qu’il produisit des ouvrages 
qui demeurent des références et évita toujours l’écueil de la dispersion. II fit 
de la numismatique grecque son terrain de prédilection, se distinguant inter- 
nationalement dans cette spécialité. De fait, son érudition s’est construite alors 
qu’on vit apparaitre, face a la démultiplication des découvertes et des connais- 
sances, une armée de spécialistes ; désormais chaque archéologue, chaque 
numismate devait porter une épithéte lui attribuant une aire géographique ou 
une période chronologique. E. Babelon comprit cette évolution comme une 
nécessité, s’y adaptant d’une maniére pragmatique et non pas absolue. Ainsi, 
dans sa politique muséale il tenta de réconcilier les traditions antiquaires du 
« plus ancien musée de France » comme il aimait a le rappeler, avec le besoin 
de voir le département trouver sa place dans l’ére des sciences spécialisées. 


D’origine sociale modeste, E. Babelon était petit-fils de macon et fils de cou- 
telier. Ses aptitudes scolaires furent remarquées a l’Ecole primaire et ses pa- 
rents firent des sacrifices financiers pour l’envoyer au petit séminaire de Lan- 
gres. En 1874, il monta a Paris et réussit le concours d’entrée a l’Ecole des 
Chartes. Il entra a la Bibliotheque nationale aprés une these sur Les Bourgeois 
du Roi au Moyen-dge. C’est la que l’historien et archiviste, fit son apprentis- 
sage de la numismatique les objets 4 la main, en classant les doubles des 
monnaies du département, guidé par l’ceil aguerri d’Ernest Muret et Henry 
Cohen. Il apprit auprés de Francois Lenormant les bases théoriques de 
l'étude des monnaies et découvrit l'étude de |’Orient ancien. A l’Ecole pra- 
tique des hautes études, il s’initia a ’hébreu, au phénicien et a l’assyrien. En 
1883, il fit sa seule expérience du terrain archéologique, accompagné de Sa- 
lomon Reinach, sur le site de Carthage. 


Or, s’il fit partie de cette derniére génération qui toucha a tous les domaines 
de l’étude de l’antiquité, il était surtout celui qui sit « reconnaitre au toucher 


l’authenticité d'une monnaie ». A travers la correspondance du Cabinet des 
médailles, on voit qu’il était considéré comme le dernier recours a invoquer 
devant tout probleme numismatique épineux. L’entrée au Cabinet des mé- 
dailles, en 1877, de la collection Ailly augmenta de facon significative le fonds 
des monnaies romaines, et lui fournit la matiere de son premier grand ou- 
vrage numismatique, La Description historique et chronologique des monnaies 
de la République romaine. D’aprés Camille Jullian, son « désir patriotique de 
ne pas laisser l’Allemagne de Mommsen monopoliser en quelque sorte les 
hautes études de numismatique romaine », l’avait encouragé dans cette en- 
treprise. Il se distingua d’emblée par sa méthode de son prédécesseur, Henry 
Cohen et de sa Description générale des monnaies de la République romaine 
de 1857. Son classement est accompagné d’une mise en contexte de I’his- 
toire monétaire, qui dépasse ainsi la « seche nomenclature », il aborde l’his- 
toire des familles romaines qui frappérent la monnaie et il interpréte les re- 
présentations mythologiques et allusions historiques. Avec E. Babelon, les sé- 
ries grecques du Cabinet des médailles retrouverent un nouveau maitre ; le 
regard toujours porté sur les travaux accomplis 4 l’étranger, il s’inspira des 
British Museum Coins Catalogue, série lancée en 1873. Ceux-ci traitaient pour 
la premiére fois les monnaies des rois de Syrie, d’Arménie et de Commagéne 
et puis des Perses Achéménides du musée. II obtint de l’Etat en 1897, qu’il 
se porte acquéreur de la collection de monnaies grecques d’Asie mineure de 
William Henry Waddington pour la somme trés conséquente de 421 000 
francs. La méme année, il fut ¢lu membre de l’Académie des Inscriptions et 
Belles-lettres qui lui confia la tache de poursuivre le projet de Waddington 
d’un recueil général des monnaies grecques d’Asie-Mineure, tache d’autant 
plus essentielle que Theodor Mommsen avait annoncé I’intention de l’Acadé- 
mie de Berlin de lancer un projet analogue. Il le publia conjointement avec 
Théodore Reinach, en quatre volumes, entre 1904 et 1912. Parallelement, il 
entreprit son monumental Traité des monnaies grecques et romaines, véritable 
grammaire de la numismatique qu’il voulait comme une version actualisée de 
la Doctrina numerum veterum d’Eckhel. Cet ouvrage démontre |’ambition 
scientifique de Babelon, qui connaissait guere de limites. Dans la préface il 
écrivit : « Les yeux fixés sur les beaux livres des Eckhel, des Mommsen, des 
Fr. Lenormant, j’étais comme ces jeunes soldats qui s’enorgueillissent des 
héros qui ont illustré l’armée dans laquelle ils sont enrdlés et je révais de sui- 
vre leurs traces, de faire aussi bien qu’eux ». II n’acheva pas le Traité, qui de- 
vait comprendre une partie doctrinale, théorique et une partie descriptive qui 
s’arréte au IV¢ siecle av. Toutefois, l’un des aspects méthodologiques les plus 
innovants de son travail ressort dans Les Origines de la Monnaie considérées 
au point de vue économique et historique, publiées en 1897, ou il établit des 
liens entre des théories économiques contemporaines et les séries moné- 
taires qu’il présente comme « des plus fécondes des annales de |’évolution 
économique des sociétés civilisées ». Il déplore la spécialisation qui reste 
aveugle aux apports d'autres disciplines et exprime son admiration pour T. 
Mommsen, « a la fois un juriste, un économiste et un historien [...] il voulut 
pénétrer l’4me de la monnaie, et la considérer en elle-méme dans son role 


social et comme intermédiaire du commerce pris dans son acception la plus 
large ». L’approche économique était un moyen de démontrer une indéniable 
importance aux études numismatiques : les monnaies étant un signe visible 
du commerce, qui « dans l’organisme de la société, joue le réle de la circula- 
tion du sang dans l’organisme de tout corps vivant ». 


Il souhaitait communiquer au plus grand nombre I’importance de ces études 
et rendre la numismatique attrayante pour une nouvelle génération de jeunes 
chercheurs. Ainsi dés 1882, il contribua avec Anatole de Barthélemy et Gas- 
ton Schlumberger 4a relancer la Revue numismatique. Dés le début des années 
1890, il élabora le projet d’un cours de numismatique a |’EPHE, afin de pour- 
suivre la voie de l’enseignement de cette discipline ouverte par F. Lenormant. 
Il établit enfin le premier enseignement entierement dédié a cette science 
avec les cours de numismatique et de glyptique professés a partir de 1902 au 
Collége de France. L’objectif d’E. Babelon était de montrer qu’« une suite de 
monnaies antiques est bien la résurrection du passé par les images ». Il vou- 
lait délimiter un terrain de recherche propre a la numismatique, car 
jusqu’alors elle n’avait « guére fait l’objet que de lecons accessoires des cours 
d’archéologie ; elles n’ont été que des annexes, des épisodes secondaires et 
volontiers négligeables de l’enseignement classique ou médiéval ». En 1908, 
cette initiative fut pérennisée par la création, au collége de France de la pre- 
miére chaire de numismatique de l’Antiquité et du Moyen Age. Ces cours ins- 
pirerent a la Sorbonne, au début des années 1900, les premiéres théses 
consacrées a la numismatique. L’étude des monnaies anciennes profita d’un 
renouveau d’intérét pour la médaille artistique. Si E. Babelon jugeait dure- 
ment la monnaie contemporaine, « ce vulgaire instrument de nos échanges 
quotidiens, si pauvre comme invention », il s’intéressa de prés a la production 
des médailleurs artistiques comme Oscar Roty et Jules Clément Chaplain. Il 
rendait compte des médailles présentées au Salon pour la Revue des arts an- 
ciens et modernes et exposa sa conception d’une belle composition moné- 
taire qui doit « réduire un sujet sans qu’il paraisse moins grand, en extraire, 
pour ainsi dire, la substance ». 


Les derniéres années de la carriére d’E. Babelon étaient fortement condition- 
nées par les événements de la guerre, que ce soit en tant que directeur du 
Cabinet des médailles ou en tant qu’historien. La guerre de 1914 allait le 
pousser vers une instrumentalisation tres explicite de l'histoire qui devint une 
véritable arme. Pour citer Francois Delaborde, il laissa « de cdté les travaux 
de sereine érudition » et publia de 1916 4 1918, La Grande question d’Occi- 
dent. Le Rhin dans I’histoire. 11 meurt en 1924, apres avoir organisé la réou- 
verture du Cabinet des médailles dans ses locaux actuels. 


Sa direction a transformé le Cabinet en un centre de recherche spé€cialisée 
dans l’étude de la numismatique désormais concue comme une pratique 
complexe qu'il a défini méthodologiquement dans son Traité et dans ses 
cours. A travers ses initiatives de catalogage, il fournit aux futurs chercheurs 


les outils nécessaires a l’exploitation systématique de l’un des fonds numis- 
matiques les plus riches d’Europe. Plus largement, il fit reconnaitre le poten- 
tiel de cette discipline pour une histoire sociale du passé et pour l’histoire de 
Vart, lui garantissant ainsi son autonomie scientifique dans le champ des re- 
cherches historiques.

FRANCOIS DE CALLATAY 
ALBERIC DU CHASTEL (1842-1919)

Le cabinet des médailles de la Bibliothéque royale de Belgique s’enorgueillit 
d’avoir acquis en 1899 les 821 monnaies grecques et romaines qui consti- 
tuaient la collection d’Albéric du Chastel de la Howardries. Avec l’arrivée en 
cette méme année 1899 de la collection Lucien de Hirsch (1.877 monnaies 
grecques, dont le tétradrachme d’Aitna), le médaillier national belge se trou- 
vait en une fois doté de suites antiques prestigieuses. Ernest Babelon pouvait 
dés lors écrire deux ans plus tard : « Le choix exceptionnellement remarqua- 
ble des pieces de ces deux médailliers, fait que Bruxelles posséde les élé- 
ments d’un Cabinet qui, avec des accroissements annuels bien compris, peut 
devenir rapidement un des plus importants de l'Europe » (Traité des monnaies 
grecques et romaines, I.1, Paris, 1901, col. 256-7). 


Ernest Babelon avait une connaissance intime de la collection d’Albéric du 
Chastel puisque c’est a lui que le gouvernement belge avait confié une mis- 
sion d’expertise pour en estimer la valeur. Babelon, qui avait été recu cing 
jours (du 19 au 23 février 1898) 4 Spa au chateau de la Havette, en avait été 
émerveillé. Il concluait son rapport en ces termes : « et voici pourquoi il n’y 
a pas lieu d’étre surpris si, dans le monde de la numismatique, le médaillier 
du Chastel passe pour étre sans rival pour la beauté artistique et l’intérét his- 
torique des piéces qui le composent. J’ajouterai qu’une semblable suite ne 
pourrait plus étre formée aujourd’hui, parce que les éléments n’en existent 
plus, ni dans le commerce ni dans les autres collections privées. Parmi les 
collections d’états, le Cabinet de France est peut-étre le seul qui possede un 
plus grand nombre de monnaies grecques et romaines de premier plan, le 
médaillier du Chastel est, 4 ce point de vue, supérieur aux collections de 
Saint-Pétersbourg, de Munich et de Berlin et, semble-t-il, supérieur méme a 
celles de Londres et de Vienne ». 


Son rapport fit impression et la collection du Chastel fut acquise par l’Etat 
pour 300.000 francs or (plusieurs millions d’euros de nos jours), soit une 
somme a peine inférieure aux 320.000 francs préconisée par Babelon 
(170.000 francs pour les monnaies grecques et 150.000 francs pour les mon- 
naies romaines). Il est vrai que le dossier, introduit a initiative du ministre 
de I'Intérieur et de l’Instruction publique, M. Schollaert, disposait d’appuis 
puissants et notamment celui de l’avocat anversois Auguste Delbeke, député, 
futur ministre et lui aussi collectionneur de monnaies grecques (sa collection 
sera vendue a Londres chez Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge le 24 avril 1907). 
Lors du débat parlementaire du 10 mai 1899 qui donna lieu a l’achat, Auguste 
Delbeke ironisa sur le personnel en charge du cabinet des médailles : « J’es- 
pere, messieurs, que l’acquisition de cette belle collection contribuera, dans 
une large mesure a la renaissance, dans notre pays, de Il’art de la médaille. 
[...] Mais pour qu’il en soit ainsi, il faudra peut-étre tenter une réorganisation 
du cabinet des médailles. Je ne connais pas personnellement la situation ac- 
tuelle d’une facon exacte. Mais je me souviens d’avoir voulu visiter le cabinet 
des médailles, il y a dix ou douze ans. Quand j’y suis arrivé a 11 heures, le 
fonctionnaire n’était pas encore arrivé. J’y revins 4 midi et demi, le personnel 
était allé déjeuner. J’y suis retourné encore a 2 heures et demie, on était déja 
parti ». Surtout, il plaida pour une publication rapide et illustrée : « Il importe 
également que M. le ministre de l’Intérieur prenne des mesures pour que la 
nouvelle acquisition soit publiée le plus tot possible, et qu’elle le soit avec des 
reproductions, dans les meilleures conditions et au meilleur marché, afin que, 
non seulement les spécialistes, mais aussi le grand public puissent profiter 
de l’acquisition que |’Etat se propose de faire. J’espére que M. le ministre 
tiendra sérieusement compte de ces observations, et ne laissera pas enfouir 
la collection du Chastel dans un cabinet presque inaccessible, mais qu’il veil- 
lera a ce qu’elle soit mise largement a la disposition du public, et par sa 
prompte et bonne publication, et par les facilités d’acceés ». 


On ajoutera que la Bibliothéque royale avait été tenue a l’écart des tractations 
qui précédérent l’achat par le gouvernement : ni son conservateur en chef, 
encore moins le responsable du cabinet des médailles n’avaient été tenus au 
courant d’une affaire qui, pour leur étre trés favorable, allait susciter 
quelques difficultés. C’est qu’Albéric du Chastel n’en avait pas fini avec son 
« ceuvre de patriotisme » et entendait compléter sa suite par des achats tou- 
jours aussi onéreux a charge cette fois non plus de |’Etat mais du budget de 
la Bibliotheque, laquelle n’en avait a l’évidence pas les moyens. S’ensuivit 
une correspondance douce-amére avec le conservateur en chef de la biblio- 
théque qui allait durer dix ans ot Albéric du Chastel se montre tel qu’il fut 
sans doute — spirituel et un peu méprisant — et ot il parvint a deux reprises a 
faire acheter des compléments par le Gouvernement belge. 


Quant au voeu d’une prompte publication, il sera exaucé trés exactement un 
siecle plus tard lorsque la collection fut enfin publiée en 1999 chez Spink a 
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Londres (F. de Callatay et J. van Heesch, Greek and Roman coins from the du 
Chastel collection. Coin Cabinet of the Royal Library of Belgium, Londres, 
1999). 


Albéric-Paul-Edouard, dit Albert, du Chastel de la Howardries, comte du 
Saint-Empire romain, était né le 21 décembre 1842 au chateau de Lannoy. 
Choisi pour héritier universel par le chevalier Victor de Tenremonde de Mé- 
rignies et héritant de lui encore adolescent, il parait avoir rapidement disposé 
d'une fortune personnelle qui lui permit de se construire a l’abri des 
contraintes. Orphelin de mére a dix-neuf ans, marié a vingt-et-un et pére a 
vingt-deux, Albéric du Chastel fit de la vie lexpérience précoce. 


Agréablement doué pour le dessin, surtout le dessin satirique, doté d’une 
plume alerte, peignant a ses heures — et notamment de tres nombreuses 
boites de Spa décorées de sujets mythologiques -, excellent cavalier, fin chas- 
seur, Albéric du Chastel attirait a lui la société autant que celle-ci se plaisait 
a le rechercher. I] aimait les jolies femmes et avait d’ailleurs acquis un pa- 
villon non loin de son chateau pour loger celle qui avait sa faveur du moment. 


Personnage non-conventionnel et mondain, il vécut en esthete et développa 
le plus vif intérét pour la photographie, inventant méme le « super », un ap- 
pareil photographique de voyage permettant des vues stéréoscopiques. De 
1885 a 1912, il parcourut ainsi le monde avec son encombrante chambre de 
voyage a deux objectifs (Europe, Afrique du Nord, Indes anglaises et néer- 
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landaises, Chine, Java et Japon). Fortuné et esthéte, il fut sans surprise un 
collectionneur impénitent : de monnaies antiques pour sur, mais aussi et en- 
tre autres de timbres postes, de porcelaines de Tournai et de Saxe. 


Tout se trouvait rassemblé dans son chateau spadois de La Havette ainsi 
qu'une employée de maison se souvient : « Le comte du Chastel était un 
homme 4a l’esprit fin, aussi fin que son élégante moustache. II aimait les belles 
choses, l’art, la musique, les livres. I] avait installé dans sa maison une im- 
mense bibliothéque remplie de rangées de livres jusqu’au plafond. Il possé- 
dait une telle collection d’antiquités que son chateau ressemblait 4 un musée. 
Ses antiquités étaient exposées dans des vitrines et je me souviens qu'un 
jour, en prenant la poussiére, l’un des domestiques cassa un vase. Aussitot, 
le comte accourut. Le domestique qui s’excusa de cette maladresse, promit 
de rembourser le vase. Le comte ne se facha point ; tout au contraire, il se 
mit a rire de bon coeur et répondit au malheureux domestique : « Tu pourrais 
travailler chez moi toute ta vie que tu n’aurais pas encore gagné assez d’ar- 
gent pour m’en rembourser la moitié ! ». 


On dit qu’Albéric du Chastel commenga a collectionner les monnaies dés ses 
quinze ans en 1858 et que, dés 1861, Louis de Coster lui aurait fait la sugges- 
tion de compléter méthodiquement ses séries dans le but d’un jour les trans- 
mettre a |’Etat. Toujours est-il qu’on le voit prendre part dés les années 1860 
aux ventes organisées tant en Belgique qu’a l’étranger au point d’apparaitre, 
jeune trentenaire dans les années 1870, comme I’un des tous premiers en- 
chérisseurs dans les grandes ventes internationales. Il participa aux plus 
grandes ventes de son temps : Capranesi, Lord Wigan, Dupré, Gréau, prince 
Borghese, Castellani, Billoin, Sandés, Demetrio, Tyszkiewicz, Bompois, Bun- 
bury, Ashburnham, Ponton d’Amécourt, Photiadés Pacha, Quélen, Montagu, 
Hoffmann, etc. Albéric du Chastel paya le prix fort pour entrer en possession 


des fruits les plus achevés de l’art monétaire antique. Car la était bien son 
but : former la suite artistique la plus parfaite possible qui couvre l’ensemble 
des mondes grecs et romains. On sait qu’il efit a coeur de toujours rechercher 
le plus bel exemplaire connu, remplacant sans cesse dans son médaillier des 
pieces de belle qualité par de meilleures encore. Il se sépara ainsi en mai 
1889, chez Drouot par les bons soins de MM. Rollin et Feuardent, de ce qui 
peut étre regardé comme une premiére collection de 642 monnaies. 


En revanche, il n’accorda qu’une place discrete a la recherche quoiqu’il se fit 
membre de la Société royale de Numismatique de Belgique (le 3 juillet 1881). 
En-dehors de quelques lettres de détail publiées par la Revue belge de Numis- 
matique, le seul ouvrage qu’il publia est un recueil de quatorze planches dont 
le sujet et le titre sont évocateurs de ses préoccupations : Syracuse, ses mon- 
naies d’argent et d’or au point de vue artistique. La coiffure antique et ses dé- 
veloppements successifs (Londres, Spink and Son, 1898). 


La collection Albéric du Chastel telle qu’elle fait aujourd’hui partie du médail- 
lier national belge se compose de 821 monnaies « hors ligne », soit environ 
300 grecques et 500 romaines. L’or (331 monnaies) vient ici avant l’argent 
(322) et le bronze (168). 


Pour les grecques, on mettra en avant la riche suite des 113 monnaies de Sy- 
racuse, parmi lesquelles deux tétes d’Aréthuse de trois-quarts face et peut- 
étre les plus beaux décadrachmes de Kim6n (n° 126) et d’Evainéte (n° 128 -

choisi par Forrer pour illustrer la couverture de son ouvrage Signatures de 
graveurs...), le plus beau Zeus d’Olympie (n° 240 —- Babelon: « les belles 
pieces d’Olympie se vendent a des prix trés élevés ; l’une de celles-ci, d’un 
style et d’une conservation 4 nulle autre pareille, dépasserait 4.000 fr. en 
vente publique »), un incomparable statere de Phénée (n° 243 —- Babelon : 
« l’une des perles de la collection ») le plus beau statére en or de Cios (n° 247 
— Babelon: « Cette piéce, d’une beauté idéale, était considérée comme un des 
perles de la coll. Demetrio ; c’est une des plus belles monnaies grecques 
qu’on puisse voir »). 


Parmi les romaines, on trouve, selon l’élogieuse description qu’en a donné 
le vicomte Baudouin de Jonghe (RBN 1899, p. 386-7) : « le Postume casqué 
et ’Hadrien trouvés a Nimy prés de Mons, le Caracalla déterré 4 Charleroy, 
le Magnence de Liége, le médaillon d’or unique de Valentinien conservé de 
tout temps dans la famille du Chastel, une partie des médaillons d’or volés ja- 
dis dans l’incendie du Vieux Sérail 4 Constantinople et vendus a Paris par un 
turc, le plus beau grand bronze romain connu : le Néron au revers de Decur- 
sio et le plus beau moyen bronze existant : le Domitien au revers du sacrifice. 
Citons encore les trente-et-un Hadrien en or, a fleur de coin, avec revers dif- 
férents et les deux séries de piéces en or des deux Faustines : les plus belles 
suites connues de monnaies de ces impératrices ». Vraiment l’imagination se 
perd avec ces piéces volées dans l’incendie du Vieux Sérail de Constantinople 
ou ce médaillon en or de Valentinien qui, tout frappé a Antioche qu'il fit, 
n’aurait jamais été enfoui et aurait depuis toujours été conservé dans la fa- 
mille. Comme un commentateur avisé n’a pas manqué de le faire remarquer, 
on comprend combien cette derniére hypothése — dont on se permettra de 
douter — a du ravir Albéric du Chastel, « typique en cela d’une certaine aris- 
tocratie de la fin du XIXe siecle, baignée de romantisme et de nationalisme 
héroique ».

Das Historische Museum Bern ist eines der grossten und wichtigsten kul- 
turhistorischen Museen der Schweiz.! Ein grosser Teil der rund 250.000 
Objekte umfassenden Sammlung dokumentiert die Berner Geschichte von 
der Urgeschichte bis zur Gegenwart. Dabei finden besonders die zahlrei- 
chen Objekte des Spatmittelalters, darunter die burgundischen Tapisserien 
des 15. Jahrhunderts, international grosse Beachtung. Das Museum um- 
fasst aber auch eine volkerkundliche Sammlung, die zu den wichtigsten der 
Schweiz zahlt.

Das Historische Museum Bern entstand aus einem Wettbewerb um den 
Standort fiir ein Schweizerisches Nationalmuseum, an dem sich in den 
1880er und 1890er Jahren mehrere Schweizer Stadte beteiligten. Schliess- 
lich erhielt Zurich den Zuschlag, doch die Plane fiir das Berner Museum 
waren soweit gediehen, dass bereits 1894 das Museumsgebaude des Neu- 
enburger Architekten André Lambert eingeweiht werden konnte. 


Seit seinen Anfangen litt das Museum unter Platznot. Ein erster Anbau 
1922 brachte nur kurzfristig Entlastung. Nach zahlreichen gescheiterten 
Projekten konnte schliesslich 2009 ein moderner, vom Bieler Architektur- 
buro:mlzd neu errichteter Anbau eingeweiht werden. Dieser umfasst einen 
rund 1200 m? grossen Ausstellungssaal, zwei Depotgeschosse und einen 
Buroturm, worin heute die Direktion und die Wissenschaftlichen Abteilun- 
gen sowie das Stadtarchiv untergebracht sind (Abb. 1). Seit Juni 2010 be- 
findet sich auch die Mtinzsammlung in diesem neuen Gebaude, nachdem 
sie die letzten rund 110 Jahre im Altbau untergebracht war. In einer auf- 
wandigen Aktion wurden die ca. 2000 Miinzschubladen von Hand an den 
neuen Standort getragen, und die Miinzen lagern nun unter klimatisch und 
sicherheitstechnisch gunstigeren Bedingungen als im Altbau. 


Wie in vielen Schweizer Stadten befand sich auch in Bern die stadtische 
Munzsammlung in der Zeit vor der Museumsgrtindung in der Stadtbiblio- 
thek, die nach der Reformation in den Gebauden des ehemaligen Barfiis- 
serklosters eingerichtet worden war.2 Neben Buchern wurden der Biblio- 
thek auch andere Kostbarkeiten geschenkt, die sich in einem Nebenraum, 
einer Art Kunst- und Wunderkammer, anhauften.3 Noch heute zeugen die 
aufwandig gestalteten Donatorenbucher in der Burgerbibliothek Bern von 
den Geschenken aus der Berner Aristokratie, unter denen immer wieder 
meist antike Munzen erwahnt werden. Dies ist auch nicht weiter erstaun- 
lich, zahlten doch im Ancien Régime so wichtige romische Fundplatze wie 
Windisch, Avenches und Nyon zum Berner Herrschaftsgebiet. Leider lassen 
sich heute nur wenige dieser Fundstiicke eindeutig einem Fundort zuord- 
nen. In der Regel ist dies nur moglich, wenn es sich um besonders seltene 
Stucke handelt. So lasst sich etwa ein Aureus der Matidia (120 n.Chr.), der 
Nichte des Kaisers Trajan, einem Fund aus dem 18. Jahrhundert am Gurni-

gel in den Berner Voralpen zuweisen (Abb. 2). Besonders zu erwahnen ist 
ein Aureus des Kaisers Marius (269 n.Chr.). Ein privater Berner Sammler 
war im friihen 19. Jahrhundert nicht bereit, dieses Unikat dem franzosi- 
schen Konig zu verkaufen, obwohl ihm dieser 100 Louis d’or dafiir angebo- 
ten hatte (Abb. 3). Uberliefert wird diese Anektote im ersten gedruckten 
Katalog der antiken Munzsammlung, der in zwei Auflagen von Franz Lud- 
wig Haller, genannt von Konigsfelden (1755-1838), in den Jahren 1789 und 
1829 herausgegeben wurde.4 Als Besonderheit enthalt dieser in Latein ab- 
gefasste Katalog Angaben zu Fundorten von Munzen. Auch seine eigene 
umfangreiche Sammlung fand schliesslich den Weg in die Stadtbibliothek. 


Einen bedeutenden Aufschwung nahm die Schweizer Numismatik im 18. 
Jahrhundert mit dem zweibandigen Werk von Gottlieb Emanuel von Haller 
(1735-1786), dem Sohn des grossen Arztes und Botanikers Albrecht von 
Haller, mit dem Titel «Eidgendssisches Medaillenkabinett». Dieses Stan- 
dardwerk wird heute noch ftir die Beschreibung von Schweizer Medaillen 
zitiert.5 Hallers Sammlung, welche die Grundlage fur dieses Werk gebildet 
hatte, wurde von der Stadt erworben und ebenfalls in der Stadtbibliothek 
deponiert; sie bildete dort den Grundstock der Sammlung von Schweizer 
und auch Berner Miinzen und Medaillen (Abb. 4). 


Eduard Jenner (1830-1917), der letzte Betreuer der Sammlung in der 
Stadtbibliothek beschaftigte sich vorwiegend mit der Aufarbeitung der 
Schweizer Mtinzen. Aus seiner Hand stammt ein Sammlerkatalog fur 
Schweizer Munzen, der sehr beliebt war und zahlreiche Erweiterungen und 
Neuauflagen erlebte.¢

Nach der Eroffnung des Historischen Museums 1894 wurde auch die 
Munzsammlung, die von der Burgergemeinde Bern als Stiftungsgut einge- 
bracht worden war, in den neu errichteten Bau tiberfiihrt. Das Miinzkabi- 
nett wurde dabei im Zwischengeschoss des Westflugels eingerichtet und 
war mit einer Treppe vom grossen Archaologiesaal aus erreichbar (Abb. 5). 
Der 1898 fertig eingerichtete Raum diente zugleich als Ausstellungsraum, 
als Depot sowie als Bibliothek und war fiir Besucher nur auf Anfrage hin 
zuganglich. Die auf dem Bild sichtbaren wurfelformigen Munzkasten, die je 
20 Schubladen enthalten, dienen noch heute der Aufbewahrung der Ob- 
jekte. Zum Zeitpunkt der Uberfiihrung ins Museum bestand die Sammlung 
aus rund 7445 antiken Munzen sowie 8100 schweizerischen Munzen und 
Medaillen; dazu kamen 1100 bernische Miinz- und Medaillenstempel aus 
dem Gewerbemuseum. Im selben Jahr 1898 erweiterte die Sammlung Burki 
die Bestande der Schweizer Pragungen erheblich. 


Eine wichtige Epoche fur die Sammlung begann mit der tber 30 Jahre 
dauernden Direktion von Rudolf Wegeli (1877-1956), der 1910 ins Amt ge- 
wahlt wurde, und der neben der Direktion auch das Munzkabinett betreute. 
Er ordnete die Sammlung systematisch, legte Inventarbiicher an und ver- 
fasste eigenhandig zehntausende von Inventarkarten. Unter seiner Leitung 
erfuhr das Munzkabinett zahlreich wichtige Neuzugange. Ein besonderes 
Anliegen waren ihm dabei die Munzen der Romischen Republik. Nach der 
Einordnung der neu erworbenen Sammlung Grunau erschien 1923 als ge- 
meinsame Arbeit von ihm und seinem Sammlerfreund Paul Hofer (1858- 
1940) der Katalog der Muinzen der romischen Republik in einer ftir die da- 
malige Zeit vorbildlichen Edition.?7 1938 konnte die von Fritz Blatter (1883- 
1937) aufgebaute Sammlung bernischer Munzen angekauft werden. Seither 
ist der Bestand an Berner Mtinzen nahezu vollstandig, und es fehlen nur 
noch einige sehr seltene Pragungen.

Wahrend der Direktion von Wegeli wurde 1914 die «Orientalische Samm- 
lung» von Henri Moser-Charlottenfels in den Museumsbestand aufgenom- 
men, welche neben Waffen, Rustungen, Kunstgewerbeobjekten, Textilien, 
Keramikgefassen, Miniaturen und Bildern, auch zahlreiche Munzen um- 
fasste. Dieser Grundstock von «orientalischen» Munzen wurde im Verlauf 
des 20. Jahrhunderts stetig ausgebaut. 


Wegeli fiihrte seine Tatigkeit am Mtinzkabinett auch nach seiner Pensionie- 
rung als Direktor im Jahre 1948 weiter. Danach blieb es jedoch langere Zeit 
verwaist, bis 1958 Hans Jucker (1918-1984), Professor fur Klassische Ar- 
chaologie an der Universitat Bern, als nebenamtlicher Konservator das 
Munzkabinett betreute (bis 1966). In seine Amtszeit fallt etwa die Schen- 
kung einer Spezialsammlung von mexikanischen Mtinzen durch J. Kaiser. 
Im Jahrbuch des Museums erschienen zahlreiche Spezialabhandlungen aus 
seiner Feder zur antiken Numismatik. 


Unter Juckers Schiiler und Nachfolger als Leiter des Miinzkabinetts, Balazs 
Kapossy, erfuhr die Sammlung bedeutenden Zuwachs in fast allen Samm- 
lungsgebieten. Im Bereich der orientalischen Numismatik erwies sich dabei 
die Zusammenarbeit mit Robert Gobl (1919-1997), Professor fiir Numisma- 
tik in Wien, als sehr wertvoll. Aus dessen Sammlung konnten 1968 rund 
2000 mittelasiatischen Munzen angekauft werden. Immer wieder stellte er 
sein Wissen und seine Freizeit dem Museum zur Verfiigung, so ftir die Auf- 
arbeitung der Sammlung Kieffer bestehend aus mittelasiatischen Miinzen 
und besonders bei der Publikation des Legats von C. A. Burns, einer wichti- 
gen Kushan-Spezialsammlung, die der kalifornische Arzt 1987 dem Mu- 
seum schenkte. Zur Aufarbeitung des Bestandes von Munzen der «Irani- 
schen Hunnen», angekauft 1993 von R. Williams, kam es wegen Gobls Tod 
leider nicht mehr.’ 


Von den zahlreichen Ankaufen im Bereich der griechischen und romischen 
Numismatik sei hier besonders die 1982 vom Kanton Bern erworbene und 
im Museum hinterlegte Sammlung J.-P. Righetti, eine Spezialsammlung 
griechischer Munzen unter romischer Herrschaft, erwahnt? sowie der vom 
«Forderungsverein» des Museums geschenkte Denar des Marcus Iunius 
Brutus und des Lucius Plaetorius Cestianus, der mit Dolch und Pileus auf 
den Tyrannenmord an Gaius Julius Caesar vom 15. Marz 44 v.Chr. Bezug 
nimmt.

Im Bereich der mittelalterlichen und neuzeitlichen Munzpragung wurde die 
Sammlung durch zahlreichen bernische Mtinzen und Medaillen erganzt. 
Ein wertvoller Zuwachs stellte die Sammlung C. W. Scherer dar, die 1977 als 
Depositum hinterlegt und 1991 als Legat dem Museum tbergeben wurde, 
eine Spezialsammlung mit Schwergewicht bei Pragungen vom Mittelrhein. 


Bis zur Griindung des Archaologischen Dienstes des Kantons Bern 1970 
gelangten alle Fundmiinzen aus dem Kantonsgebiet von Bern ins Miinzka- 
binett. Seither nimmt sich dieser selbst der Pflege und Bearbeitung der 
Neufunde an und bewahrt diese auch selbst auf. 


Seit 1999 ist der Schreibende ftir die Betreuung der Muinzsammlung zu- 
standig. Gemass den sich allgemein veranderten Rahmenbedingen im Mu- 
seumswesen waren seither Ankaufe nur noch in Ausnahmefallen mit Son- 
dermitteln moglich, in der Regel verbunden mit Ausstellungen. Eine wert- 
volle Erganzung fur die Sammlung ist etwa der Hochzeitsguldiner mit dem 
Bildnis des Maximilian von Osterreich und der Maria von Burgund, der fiir 
die Ausstellung «Karl der Kiihne» angekauft werden konnte (Abb. 6). Neben 
der Sammlungstatigkeit ist in den letzten Jahren immer mehr die Digitali- 
sierung der auf rund 80.000 Objekte angewachsenen Bestande, die Aufar- 
beitung von Altfunden?°, aber auch die Vermittlung von Mtinzen fur ein 
breites Publikum, sei dies in Ausstellungen1!, Publikationen?2, oder in mu- 
seumspadagogischen Aktionen in den Vordergrund getreten. 


Seit dem Sommer 2010 steht nun also das Munzkabinett in den neuen Rau- 
men den Wissenschaftlern und interessierten Laien zur Konsultation zur 
Verfiigung. Dieses Angebot wird rege benutzt, und so fliessen die Berner 
Bestande immer wieder ein in wichtige Arbeiten zu Themen der Schweizer 
Numismatik, aber auch der antiken Numismatik.13 Ein wichtiges Ziel fiir die 
nachsten Jahrzehnte wird darin bestehen, die Bestande des Museum und 
damit auch des Munzkabinetts im Internet zuganglich zu machen, was eine 
noch bessere Einbindung des Munzkabinetts in die internationale Forscher- 
gemeinschaft ermoglichen wird.

NECROLOGIES / OBITUARIES 


ERNEST OBERLANDER-TARNOVEANU 
OCTAVIAN ILIESCU (1919-2009) 





Octavian Iliescu was born on 22™ August 1919, in Craiova (Romania), into the 
family of a magistrate. He was the first of three children, being followed by a 
sister and a brother. He received his primary and secondary education at Bals 
and Craiova, where he graduated with excellent results at the National Col- 
lege «Charles I». Before WWII, as nowadays, this high-school was the most 
prestigious within the region of Oltenia (SE Romania). 


In 1938, he enrolled at the Faculty of Law at the University of Bucharest, from 
which he graduated in 1942. He was then enlisted in the army for two years, 
until the autumn of 1944, first at the school for the reservist officers and then 
serving with various military units within the country. 


Returning to civilian life, Octavian Iliescu decided to pursue a career as a 
lawyer, and to read for the Bar of Ilfov and Bucharest. This was but a very 
short activity, being cut off by the policy of the Romanian Communist Party. 
According to the practice of the time, in 1950 he was removed from the Bar 
Association under the pretext of «reducing» the number of Jurists, who had 
become surplus in a regime based on the open violation of any written or 


common law. For a while he was employed at the Sanitation Office in 
Bucharest taking care of the maintenance of lakes in Bucharest. Later he was 
promoted to technician in the same department. Deprived of the opportunity 
to practise in the field of law, for which he was trained, Octavian Iliescu was 
forced to choose a new path in life, that of history. 


The year 1951 represented a turning point in his personal and professional 
life. Octavian Iliescu was employed, step by step, as an outside collaborator, 
then as second assistant and, ultimately, as a researcher at the Institute of 
History of the People’s Republic of Romania in Bucharest. His election as a 
member of this prestigious institute was well deserved. Already in the early 
1950’s, the young Octavian Iliescu was known and recognized in the world 
of history owing to his articles on ancient and early Romanian medieval nu- 
mismatics. He was regarded not only as a good scholar of Romanian medieval 
numismatics, but also as a person with solid knowledge of history. At the In- 
stitute of History he began an exceptional scholarly career during which his 
extensive knowledge not only of numismatics, but also economics, politics 
and the history of ideas were put to fruition. This brought him to the forefront 
of numismatics and made him known and appreciated both at home and 
abroad. 


From 1953 to 1954 he was employed by the State Bank of the People’s Re- 
public of Romania, and after its dissolution, at the Numismatic Cabinet of the 
Romanian Academy Library (1954-1978). Here, until 1958, he collaborated 
with Professor Constantin Moisil, whom he already knew from his student 
days. Octavian Iliescu spent time in the Numismatic Cabinet during his stu- 
dent years and was given access to the collections. In addition, in the years 
1942-1944, whenever he came to Bucharest, he attended the meetings of the 
Romanian Numismatic Society, delivered papers and took part in discussions. 


For two decades, between 1959 and 1978, Octavian Iliescu was the Head of 
the Numismatic Library of the Romanian Academy, contributing to the en- 
richment of the collections as well as to the organization and scientific im- 
provement of the numismatic treasures in this famous institution. His intense 
activity in publication, together with his competence and his openness and 
generous character made him known and appreciated not only among ar- 
chaeologists, historians and museum curators in Romania, but also among 
foreign researchers. Famous numismatists such as Tommaso Bertele, David 
M. Metcalf, Philip Grierson, Cécile Morrisson, Todor Gerasimov, Sergije Dim- 
itrijevi, Karel Kastellin, and Lajos Huszar as well as the historians Geo Pis- 
tarino and Michel Balard, to mention just a few, had a long time correspon- 
dence with Octavian Iliescu, exchanging ideas and publications, in spite of 
the bureaucratic barriers of the «Iron Curtain» or visceral suspicions mani- 
fested by the communist regime against any kind of contact with «foreign- 
ers», including those coming from the «brotherly» states. 


Octavian Iliescu spent the last years of his «institutional» career at the Na- 
tional Museum of Romania, where he contributed to its opening in 1968- 
1971. He retired in 1982. 


After 1990, he was re-employed as a researcher at the Institute of History 
«Nicolae Iorga» of the Romanian Academy, the same place where he started 
his career almost 40 years before! For him, to work at the Institute of History 
was not only a great joy, but also moral reparation for the humiliations and 
injustices he suffered after 1978. 


His contacts with numismatics began early, at the age of nine, when he laid 
the foundations of a coin collection which he would enrich for the next seven 
decades. His interest in old coins brought him into contact with the well 
known numismatists in Craiova at that time: Dr. Aurel Metzulescu, Constantin 
S. Nicolaescu-Plopsor, Luigi Gattorno, but also with the most important nu- 
mismatists and coin collectors in Romania: Prof. Constantin Moisil, Dr. 
George Severeanu, Corneliu Secaseanu, Dr. Heinrich Bursztyn, Mrs. Mina 
Paucker, Octavian Luchian, Ilie Tabrea, and Irimia Damian. Among these, Au- 
rel Metzulescu and Constantin S. Nicolaescu-Plopsor were his first mentors 
who decisively influenced his future career, and later, Constantin Moisil, 
whom Octavian Iliescu succeeded as the Head of the Numismatic Cabinet in 
1958. 


On December 4th 1938 Octavian Iliescu became member of the Romanian 
Numismatic Society in which he was active for 60 years until 1998. 


In December 2008, in recognition of an exceptional professional life and his 
dedication to the Numismatic Society, Octavian Iliescu was made President 
of Honour of the Romanian Numismatic Society. 


His first little article on numismatics was published in 1940, when he was 19 
years old. He subsequently published nearly 900 studies, articles, notes, and 
reviews as well as a few volumes. 


Octavian Iliescu’s scientific interests covered the entire spectrum of numis- 
matics, from the early issues (Greek, Dacian and Celtic, Roman, Byzantine) 
to the Romanian, Balkan and western medieval coinages, as well as Islamic, 
up to modern and contemporary numismatics. At the same time, his research 
extended to medals and also some related areas, such as heraldry, sigillog- 
raphy, metrology and glyptics. 


Without a doubt, his favourite area of research was that of Romanian me- 
dieval numismatics (Moldavia, Wallachia and Dobrudja). In this vast field Oc- 
tavian Iliescu continued, expanded and, especially, modernized the studies 
initiated about 140 years ago by Sturdza, Docan, Severeanu and Moisil. He 
brought them closer to the level achieved by European scientific investiga- 


tions in the 20" century. A simple look at his bibliography is enough to un- 
derstand how many innovations Octavian Iliescu made to the research of 
monetary production and circulation in the Romanian area. 


Octavian Iliescu sought to reveal the general evolution of the Romanian mon- 
etary system during the 14-15" centuries, the organisation of monetary pro- 
duction and distribution, as well as the mints throughout the Principality of 
Wallachia. As early as 1956 he proposed a rigorous system of classification 
of the Wallachian issues, based on periodic changes of monetary types and 
marks used in the workshops of this country for the control of monetary pro- 
duction. The principles on which this classification is based are still valid to- 
day and can serve as a basis for discussion for new ones. 


In 1956, he published a small monograph on the coin issues of Vladislav I. 
This book was followed by others dedicated to the coins of Laiota Basarab 
(1975), Vlad I (1988) and, recently, a volume dedicated to the mint of Mircea 
the Elder (2008). The latest book is the only comprehensive synthesis on the 
monetary activity of this Romanian prince. 


As we review the numismatic work of Octavian Iliescu, we must mention here 
some of his studies on the political organization of the Romanian countries in 
the 14-15" centuries. Such are those relating to the joint reigns, or those cov- 
ering the economic and financial restoration in the times of Basarab I, Vladislav 
I and Peter I. Another series of contributions has analysed the development of 
a monetary economy on Romanian territory in the 14-17" centuries. 


We are also indebted to Octavian Iliescu for the two modern syntheses of the 
evolution of the monetary phenomenon on Romanian territory from the 14" 
century to 1867 (the 1% edition published 1964, the 2" edition in 1997 and 
another volume in 1970). 


Octavian Iliescu was a pioneer in the study of the Dobruja’s medieval mint. 
He was the first to identify the issues of the Christian political parties in 
Northern Dobruja, liege to the Golden Horde, and the existence of local mon- 
etary systems in the main trade centres on the Danube, such as Chilia and Li- 
costomo, during the second half of the 15" century. 


Another area of numismatics where Octavian Iliescu played a fundamental 
role is that focused on Eastern mints. Previously, only one Romanian contri- 
bution can be mentioned, namely the Ottoman coins in the hoard from ife ti, 
published by Constantin Moisil in 1916. Octavian Iliescu established the re- 
search on the coins of the Golden Horde not only in Romania but also in 
South-East Europe. Even today the publication of the hoard from O eleni 
(1964) is a model of how one should study such finds of high historical value, 
presenting palaeographic difficulties. 


The same Octavian Iliescu published the first Indian gold coin to be found not 
only on Romanian territory but also in Central and South-East Europe. The 
coin is an issue of the Delhi Sultanate found in the hoard from Braiesti (Boto- 
sani). At present, the coin is the most westerly find of its kind on European 
territory. 


Of high interest are also the works of Octavian Iliescu on Central and Western 
European medieval mints. In 1943 he published the first hoard of denarii of 
the Friesach type found south of the Carpathians, the Filiasi hoard (Dolj). The 
hoard consisted of coins issued in Styria, Carinthia, Austria, Cologne and 
England in the 12-13" centuries. It was buried during the Mongol invasion 
of 1241-1242. 


In the 1970s he published two important contributions on Genovese and Ve- 
netian coin finds in Romania. The conclusions were fundamental for the un- 
derstanding of the impact of the international trade on the Black Sea and the 
Danube upon the economic, political and cultural Romanian society in the 
13-15" centuries. The historical significance of Octavian Iliescu’s works on 
the Genovese colonial mint goes far beyond local and regional importance 
and is a major contribution to Late Medieval European numismatics. 


Octavian Iliescu also carried out research in archaeology and published a 
large number of gold treasures from the Bronze Age in Romania such as 
those from Persinari (Dambovita County), Sacosu Mare (Timis County) and 
Cauas (Satu Mare County). The wonderful treasure of swords and daggers 
from Persinari was published in more than one study in Romania and abroad. 


Apart from his hundreds of works, studies, articles, and notes on numismat- 
ics, medals, sigillography, heraldry, metrology, glyptics, archaeology, eco- 
nomic and socio-political history, and historical geography, Octavian Iliescu 
also delivered over 300 scientific lectures in Romania and abroad. 


For many decades, Octavian Iliescu was a member of the editorial board of 
such prestigious journals as: Studii si Cercetari Numismatice, Buletinul Soci- 
etatii Numismatice Romane, Cercetari Numismatice and was the editor of the 
volume La numismatique, source de I’histoire de l'art et de I’histoire des idées. 
Travaux présentées au XV° Congres Internationale des Sciences Historiques, 
Bucuresti, 11 aotit 1980, avec une préface de R. A. G. Carson (Bucharest, 
1981). 


In recognition of his rich scientific activity, Octavian Iliescu was elected mem- 
ber of the International Committee of the Medal (1968-1977) and council 
member of the International Numismatic Commission (1973-1986). From 
1991 he was an honorary member of the same Commission, the only Roman- 
ian to hold this position so far. He was an honorary member of the Royal Nu- 
mismatic Society (London, 1977) and corresponding member of the Ameri- 


can Numismatic Society (New York, 1989). Octavian Iliescu was also member 
of the Society of Oriental Studies (1960); founder member of the Society for 
Byzantine Studies (1984); member of the Society for Classical Studies (1970) 
and member of the Association of Scientists (1989). In 2003 he was decorated 
with the Order for Cultural Merit in rank of Officer. 


Octavian Iliescu was always a friendly and generous person. Famous scholars 
or amateurs, young or old people, all freely received his advice and help. In 
the period when he was director of the Numismatic Cabinet of the Romanian 
Academy Library this place was an oasis where you could consult the refer- 
ence books and gain access to the collection. 


Despite the fact that he never taught, through his works, lectures and discus- 
sions with young (and not so young) researchers Octavian Iliescu established 
a true Romanian school of numismatics. 


The passing of Octavian Iliescu ends an era not only for Romanian but also 
for European numismatics. It was the era of the great scholars with an ency- 
clopaedic spirit, those who decisively made numismatics one of the most im- 
portant sources for history. 


GEORGES GAUTIER 
PIERRE BASTIEN (1912-2010) 


Le Docteur Pierre Bas- 
tien nous a quittés le 
13 mai 2010 dans sa 
quatre vingt dix-neu- 
vieme année en éta- 
blissant, ce faisant, un 
record de longévité au 
sein de la commu- 
nauté des savants nu- 
mismates dont il fut si 
longtemps l'un des 
membres les plus émi- 
nents. Seul, semble-t- 
il, le célébre collec- 
tionneur Joseph Pelle- 
rin dépassa un age 
aussi avancé, au 
XVIHe siécle, en mou- 
rant centenaire. J’ai la 
conviction, au début 
de cette évocation de 
la vie et de ceuvre de 
celui qui fut mon prin- 
cipal maitre en numis- 
matique et dont j’ai eu le privilege d’étre a plusieurs reprises le collaborateur, 
de rendre hommage, en présentant Pierre Bastien, 4 la mémoire d’une per- 
sonne universellement connue et appréciée tant ce qu’elle a légué a la re- 
cherche est important. 





Né a Lille en 1912, chirurgien de profession, il a exercé son art pendant une 
quarantaine d’années jusqu’a sa retraite en 1977 et son établissement consé- 
cutif aux Etats-Unis ou il avait rejoint ses enfants qui y étaient déja installés 
et ot il vécut jusqu’a sa disparition, 4 proximité de l'Université de Princeton 
dans le New Jersey. Nous avons été nombreux 4 lui rendre visite jusqu’a ses 
derniéres années, dans sa propriété de West Windsor qui était vite devenu un 
lieu privilégié de rencontres numismatiques et ol furent composées plusieurs 
de ses ceuvres importantes. Cette retraite rurale lui permettait, au-dela de la 
recherche et d’innombrables échanges de correspondances avec les autres 
spécialistes des monnaies romaines a travers le monde, de consacrer de 
longues heures a entretenir un parc ainsi que des jardins dont le charme ne 
pouvait laisser personne indifférent. 


Curieux de toutes choses, il s’était affirmé, a partir de 1955, comme un maitre 
en numismatique impériale romaine, en particulier pour la période dite du 
Bas-Empire ot il excellait. Servi par une solide culture classique acquise au 
cours d’une période ot: l’on effectuait encore ses Humanités, il a su appliquer 
avec un grand discernement et une parfaite rigueur a la recherche en numis- 
matique l’indispensable précision que lui dictait l’exercice de sa profession. 
En témoigne, et je crois que le mot n’est pas trop fort, le gigantisme de son 
ceuvre qui couvre un demi-siécle et au sein de laquelle, a cdté de centaines 
d’articles, de contributions, de communications, de comptes rendus, etc., on 
note la présence de trés importantes monographies telles que Le monnayage 
de Magnence, Le monnayage de bronze de Postume, ou encore Monnaie et do- 
nativa au Bas-Empire. Etudier, élucider les problémes posés, proposer des so- 
lutions afin d’assurer la continuité de la recherche, tels auront été ses crédos 
en la matiére. Ne jamais conclure sans s’étre entouré de la plus large docu- 
mentation constituait, pour Pierre Bastien, a la fois le point de départ et 
Vaboutissement de toute étude. C’est pourquoi il attachait, en outre, tant 
d’importance a publier des trouvailles monétaires, une tache souvent ingrate 
qu’il avait su porter, avec opiniatreté, a la perfection. Il n'est, si besoin est, 
pour s’en convaincre, que de consulter a cet égard son catalogue du trésor 
de Beaurains, dit d’Arras. Mais au-dela de tels travaux, il convient de relever, 
au sein méme de son ceuvre, la présence de véritables monuments de la nu- 
mismatique tels que les huit volumes du Monnayage de !’atelier de Lyon, déja 
augmenté de deux suppléments et d’un troisieme en préparation, dont il as- 
sura, au cours de plus de trente années, la conception et la rédaction de la 
plupart des tomes, et en sachant avoir recours pour certaines parties a la col- 
laboration d’autres chercheurs. De méme, son ouvrage encyclopédique, Le 
buste monétaire des empereurs romains, constitue également une somme de 
recherches menées sur un nombre d’années conséquent. 


J’ai conscience, en évoquant aussi brievement les travaux de Pierre Bastien, 
de n’effleurer qu’a peine l’important legs numismatique dont il nous a grati- 
fiés. Lorsqu’on pense que de telles réalisations furent accomplies entre 1955 
et 1995, lorsqu’il dut interrompre ses activités de recherche du fait d’une cé- 
cité progressive, a l’aide de moyens matériels que l’on pourrait désormais 
qualifier, 4 ’heure de la photographie numérique et d’Internet, de rudimen- 
taires ou de primitifs, sinon de dérisoires, il y a sans nul doute de quoi étre 
admiratif. En témoignent, par exemple, les innombrables moulages qu’il a réa- 
lisés ou utilisés pour assurer l’iconographie de ses nombreuses publications. 


Les distinctions et les titres qu’il recut au cours de sa carriére au service de 
notre science sont innombrables. Membre honoraire, souvent depuis fort 
longtemps, des grandes sociétés nationales de numismatique, il avait été en 
outre porté au grade de « Patron » de American Numismatic Society. I] était 
membre honoraire de la Commission internationale de numismatique depuis 
1986. La British Academy l’avait enfin nommé corresponding fellow dés 
1977. Il avait, par ailleurs, été titulaire des principaux prix décernés par la 


communauté numismatique internationale ainsi que de nombreuses mé- 
dailles. Rappelons enfin qu’il avait présidé la Société francaise de numisma- 
tique de 1965 4 1967 aprés en avoir été le trésorier pendant plusieurs années. 
Dés sa prise de fonctions en qualité de président, il eut 4 préparer et a orga- 
niser la célébration, en 1965, du centenaire de la Société, qui fut alors, ainsi 
que les anciens en ont conservé le souvenir, un événement marquant. 


En me consacrant, en second lieu, a l’évocation de homme que fit Pierre 
Bastien, je souhaite souligner ici, au-dela des mérites de l’infatigable servi- 
teur de la numismatique qu’il a été pendant si longtemps, les grandes quali- 
tés morales qui étaient les siennes et dont les manifestations étaient particu- 
lierement spontanées. Sa modestie, sa délicatesse, sons sens de l’écoute et 
de la communication, comme sa grande pudeur, en constituaient les princi- 
paux aspects. J’ai eu ainsi la chance de pouvoir bénéficier pendant de nom- 
breuses années, aupres de lui, d’encouragements constants et de conseils 
hors pair. Sa force de conviction, connue et appréciée de tous, trouvait en 
grande partie sa source dans un environnement familial dont il n’avait qu’a 
se louer et, en premier lieu, auprés de son épouse qui l’a assisté sans relache 
tout au long de ses carriéres médicale et numismatique et dont il avait eu a 
déplorer la perte depuis plusieurs années déja. 


L’aide que lui prodigua ainsi Marie-Louise pendant plus de six décennies fut, 
au dire méme de Pierre Bastien, déterminante pour la conduite de ses tra- 
vaux. A ce soutien sans faille, il faut ajouter celui que lui apporta Héléne Hu- 
velin qui fut tout d’abord son assistante dans le cadre de sa carriére médico- 
chirurgicale et qui se convertit bientdt a la recherche en numismatique avec 
le succés que l’on sait. Les enfants de Pierre Bastien, Pierre, Francoise et Do- 
minique, ont également constitué un pilier autour duquel son ceuvre a pu 
s’élaborer dans un cadre serein. Plus généralement, son attachement pour sa 
famille, au sens large, transparaissait réguliérement, dés qu’il s’éloignait, 
avec ses interlocuteurs, des sentiers de la numismatique. J’ai ainsi eu l’occa- 
sion de mieux connaitre également cet aspect éminemment touchant de sa 
personnalité durant de longues années. Mais au-dela de ses qualités hu- 
maines et de ses activités de chercheur passionné, c’est une curiosité perma- 
nente au sujet des comportements humains qui l’animait. En teémoignent di- 
vers €crits dans lesquels il livrait ses réflexions, dont le premier et non des 
moindres fut un roman a clé intitulé Les numismates qui fait une sorte de des- 
cription de notre milieu et ou l'étude des caractéres le dispute a l’humour et 
cotoie le drame pour notre plus grand divertissement. 


Pour tous ceux qui ont eu le privilege de le connaitre, comme pour ceux qui 
utilisent et utiliseront des éléments de son ceuvre, Pierre Bastien restera, j’en 
suis convaincu, un modele de référence dans le domaine de la numismatique 
et sans nul doute aussi au-dela. Il a tracé la voie comme un sillon parfait. Quel 
meilleur incitatif pouvait-on imaginer ?

ATTILIO STAZIO (1923-2010) 





Am 7. Marz 2010 starb in Neapel Attilio Stazio. Mit seinem Tode ging eine 
Ara der Numismatik zu Ende. 


Stazio war Erz-Neapolitaner. Geboren in Neapel am 18. Juni 1923 als altestes 
von fiinf Kindern des Luigi Stazio, Buchhalter beim Banco di Napoli, und sei- 
ner Ehefrau Maria, geb. Pittore, wuchs er im Zentrum der Stadt auf. 


Fruh zeigte sich seine Begabung. Sie paarte sich mit Ehrgeiz und hartnacki- 
gem Fleif$. Weil er selbst in den Sommerferien als Privatschtiler intensiv wei- 
terlernte, konnte er nicht weniger als drei Klassen der offentlichen Schule 
uberspringen und im Alter von 16 Jahren die Reifeprufung ablegen. 


Sogleich schrieb sich der Juingling an der Neapler Universitat zum Grundstu- 
dium in klassischer Literatur ein, das er zigig zu Ende fiihrte, nachdem er 
wegen schwacher Gesundheit vom Militardienst zurtickgestellt worden war. 
Bereits 1943, knapp zwanzigjahrig, schloss er mit Auszeichnung ab. Sein 
Prufer war der als sehr streng gefuirchtete Latinist Francesco Arnaldi, bei 
dem er auch seine Examensarbeit schrieb, die sofort die ‘dignita di pubblica- 
zione’ erhielt. 


In Neapel ausgebombt, wohnte die Familie bis nach dem Ende des Krieges 
im Sommerhaus in Torre del Greco (am Meer unterhalb des Vesuvs zwischen 
Herculaneum und Pompeji gelegen). Ein Jahr lang unterrichtete Stazio Latein 
und Griechisch an einer Hoheren Schule. Zugleich studierte er weiter an der 
Scuola di Perfezionamento der Universitat Neapel, an der er 1947 in den Fa- 
chern Klassische Philologie, Historie und Archaologische Wissenschaften 
promoviert wurde. Bereits 1946 war er Assistent ftir lateinische Literatur bei 
Arnaldi geworden, eine Stelle, von der er zur Assistenz in der Archaologie 
uberwechselte. 


In jenen Jahren, in denen die Staaten Europas sich von den Folgen des Zwei- 
ten Weltkrieges erholten und neue Orientierungen suchten, erlebte insbeson- 
ders Italien einen starken, ebenso dkonomischen wie intellektuellen Auf- 
schwung. An ihm hatte die Universitat Neapel einen wichtigen Anteil. Lehr- 
beauftragte fur Numismatik am Archaologischen Institut war Laura Breglia. 
Stazio bezeichnete sich spater als ihr Schuler in der postuniversitaren Aus- 
bildung, er wurde einer ihrer wichtigsten Mitarbeiter. Solche Pragung wirkte 
lebenslang. 


Der unvergessenen Laura Breglia! verdankt die Numismatik in Italien zahl- 
reiche Impulse, die wesentlich dazu beitrugen, das Fach aus seiner antiqua- 
rischen Enge herauszufthren. Seit Laura Breglia ist das Fach in Italien zu ei- 
ner vollgultigen historischen Disziplin erwachsen. Von Anbeginn an hatte 
Breglia die Direktion der ab 1954 erscheinenden neuen Zeitschrift des Isti- 
tuto Italiano di Numismatica tbernommen, der Annali, die an die Stelle der 
1934 sanft entschlafenen Atti e Memorie des Instituts traten. In die Annali 
fuhrte Breglia einige damals neue Rubriken ein wie Vita dei medaglieri oder 
Spunti e commenti sowie die nach dem Kriege so notigen Schede bibliografi- 
che, die italienische Parallele zu Numismatic Literature der American Numis- 
matic Society. Fur diese Arbeit scharte sie einige junge Forscher um sich, un- 
ter ihnen Attilio Stazio. 


In den ersten Banden der Annali publizierte dieser zahlreiche Beitrage vor al- 
lem zu Fundmiinzen und Munzfunden im Neapler Medagliere, aber auch in 
anderen Ooffentlichen Sammlungen. Erwahnt seien hier nur die Untersuchung 
zur Begehungszeit eines Heiligtumes der Mefitis, halowegs zwischen Neapel 
und Melfi gelegen, oder zu den Munzpragungen von Alba Fucens.? Mehrfach 
berichtete Stazio auch mit abgewogenem Urteil ber den in jenen Jahren be- 
sonders lebhaften Streit, wann der romische Denar eingeftihrt worden sei. 
Sein Aufsatz uber Victoriatenfunde ist nach wie vor informativ. Und wie sich 
bereits damals in den Titeln der Beitrage zeigt, sah ihr Autor die Mtinzen

nicht isoliert, sondern als Zeugnisse komplexer historischer und kunsthisto- 
rischer, Okonomischer wie soziologischer, metrologischer und topographi- 
scher etc. Zusammenhange. Die Aufgabe, in den Schede bibliografiche kurz 
uber Monografien und vor allem Aufsatze zu referieren, legte die Grundlage 
zu Stazios hervorragender Kenntnis der internationalen Literatur tiber die 
Munzpragungen der unteritalischen und sizilischen griechischen Poleis; 
mehrfach wurde er aufgefordert, iber neue Literatur in internationalen Kon- 
gressberichten zu referieren.3 


Bereits 1952 war Stazio zum Direktor des Medagliere der Neapler Soprinten- 
denza alle Antichita ernannt worden, bald darauf zum Direktor des gesamten 
Nationalmuseums. Hier konnte er seine organisatorischen Fahigkeiten ent- 
wickeln, die in den folgenden Jahrzehnten von vielen Seiten wieder und wie- 
der in Anspruch genommen wurden. Mit ihnen verband er den Blick fur in- 
terdisziplinare neue technische Untersuchungsmethoden, und nicht ohne 
Stolz konnte er bald berichten, fiir die Minzsammlung die Anschaffung einer 
modernen Laborausstattung erreicht zu haben.

Es kann nicht verwundern, dass angesichts der zahlreichen neuen Aufgaben 
Stazios Name in den Annali selten wurde. Ab 1960 lehrte er als Privatdozent 
griechische und romische Numismatik, ein Jahr lang in Neapel, sodann in 
Bari und ab 1962 fiir einige Jahre zugleich an der Scuola di Perfezionamento 
in Archeologia der Universitat Catania. Ende 1963 wurde er zum Soprinten- 
dente alle Antichita in Apulien ernannt, ein Amt, das er bis 1968 ausiibte. 
Und, last but not least, oblag ihm von Anbeginn 1961 an weitgehend die Or- 
ganistation der Convegni di Studi sulla Magna Grecia in Taranto sowie die 
Herausgabe von deren Atti. Doch dariber spater. 


Nicht nur als Direktor des Neapler Nationalmuseums, sondern erst recht als 
Soprintendente hatte er vor allem administrative Aufgaben zu erfillen. Zu ih- 
nen gehorte, jahrlich tiber alle laufenden Ausgrabungen, Restaurierungsar- 
beiten etc. in seinem Amtsgebiet zu berichten. Vier ausftihrliche Aufsatze 
hierzu legen davon Zeugnis ab, sie erschienen in den Tarantiner Atti. 


1966 erreichte Stazio der Ruf auf die Titularprofessur fur Numismatik an der 
Universitat Lecce. Dies erlaubte ihm, den Antikendienst zu verlassen und sich 
voll der universitaren Forschung und Lehre zu widmen. Doch auch in Lecce 
entkam er nicht neuen Verwaltungspflichten: Man tbertrug ihm zugleich die 
Direktion des gesamten Archdaologischen Institutes, und 1969 wurde er fur 
vier Jahre zum Dekan der Facolta di Lettere gewahlt. 


Ganzlich verdrangt hatte Stazio die Numismatik auch in seiner Soprintenden- 
zeit nicht, wie ein langer Aufsatz in den Annali tiber die Anfange der Stadt- 
pragung von Herakleia in Lukanien belegt.4 Mag auch die spatere Forschung 
das Ergebnis der Untersuchung — die Stadt habe erst gegen 390 v. Chr. zu 
munzen begonnen — zumeist negiert haben,® seine wichtigen Argumente 
sehe ich nicht widerlegt. Charakteristisch ftir Stazio ist die Zurickhaltung, 
mit der er seinen Aufsatz benennt: «Contributo allo studio di ..». 


Nach dem Wechsel an die Universitat entstanden groke Aufsatze zu den 
Miunzstatten und Mtnzserien Gro&griechenlands, von Tarent, von den Luka- 
nern, von Metapont, zum Munzumlauf in Apulien, auf der Salentinischen 
Halbinsel, in Poseidonia-Paestum. Stets handelt es sich nicht um numismati- 
sche Studien in engerem Sinne, etwa um Stempeluntersuchungen (welche 
Stazio wiederholt fordert), sondern um Interpretationen der Miinzen als Spie- 
gel okonomischer und gesellschaftlicher Prozesse, wie bereits gesagt. Dies 
bildet den Reichtum von Stazios Aussagen und macht sie nach wie vor le- 
senswert. Demgegentber bleibt die Wurdigung der Mtinze als Kunstwerk im 
Hintergrund, selten geht er vom visuell kinstlerischen Eindruck aus, und

viele seiner Aufsatze haben keine Abbildung. Der Stil ist schnorkellos und fir 
Nicht-Muttersprachler klar verstandlich, das Urteil meist vorsichtig konser- 
vativ. Und noch eines fallt auf: Der Text soll stets als unteilbare Einheit gele- 
sen werden, und so gegliedert der Gedankengang ist, fast nie finden sich 
Zwischentberschriften. 


Die Masse seiner Arbeit hatte Attilio nicht bewaltigen konnen ohne die Hilfe 
seiner Frau Rosaria geb. Pulinas, genannt Sara (1928-2003). die er 1962 ge- 
heiratet hatte. Sara, eine bezaubernde und zugleich zupackende Frau, auch 
sie Archaologin, bertihmt als Meisterkochin, wurde die grofe Stiitze seines 
Lebens. Vier Kinder gingen aus der Ehe hervor. 


1974 verlie& Stazio Lecce, um einem Ruf an die altehrwiirdige, 1224 von 
Friedrich II. von Hohenstaufen gestiftete Universitat von Neapel zu folgen. 
Damit ging ein Lebenstraum in Erftillung. Bis zu seiner Emeritierung 1995/96 
hatte er den Lehrstuhl fur Numismatik inne, auch hier war er sogleich bis 
1983 mit der Leitung des gesamten Archaologischen Instituts betraut. Er ent- 
wickelte eine intensive Lehrtatigkeit, und zahlreiche italienische Numismati- 
ker betrachten sich als seine Schitiler. 


In Laufe der Zeit wurden ihm weitere Amter iibertragen, die Direktion des 
Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici in Neapel,® die Prasidentschaft 
des Circolo Numismatica Napoletano, die Prasidentschaft des Istituto Italiano 
di Numismatica in Rom.7 Hinzu traten Mitgliedschaften in Beiraten zahlrei- 
cher staatlicher und universitarer Gremien, sie alle aufzuzahlen ist hier nicht 
der Ort. 


An vorderster Stelle standen fur Stazio jedoch von ihrem Anbeginn an die 
Convegni di Studi sulla Magna Grecia in Taranto. Sie wurden sein grokes Le- 
benswerk. Gegrindet wurden sie 1961 auf Initiative des Schriftstellers Carlo 
Belli8 und des Prasidenten des Ente Provinciale del Turismo di Taranto (EPT), 
die fiir das Projekt einen Generalsekretar suchten, der Bildung und prakti- 
schen Sinn miteinander verband. Sie fanden ihn in Attilio Stazio, der damals 
— wir erinnern uns — Direktor des Nationalmuseums in Neapel war. Interdis- 
ziplinar (zu jener Zeit noch eine Seltenheit) organisiert, stehen die Convegni 
jeweils unter einem vorbestimmten Thema und sind 2010 zum ftinfzigsten (!) 
Mal abgehalten worden. Alle einschlagigen Forscher von Rang und Namen

haben im Laufe der Zeit an ihnen teilgenommen und aus ihrem jeweiligen 
Gebiet zum aktuellen Thema beigetragen, wie man den inzwischen 48 publi- 
zierten Banden der Kongress-Akten entnehmen kann. 


Bereits fiir deren ersten Band besorgte Stazio auch die Herausgabe. Er be- 
hielt sie fur weitere 46 Bande, unterstiitzt von seiner Frau Rosaria, langjah- 
riger Sekretarin der Unternehmung, sowie ab Nr. 19 von jtingeren Kollegen. 
Im Vordergrund der Convegni standen als Prasidenten stets andere Person- 
lichkeiten, anfangs Pietro Romanelli, dann Giovanni Pugliese Caratelli. Doch 
Stazio war in allem die wichtige treibende Kraft und der verantwortliche Lei- 
ter. Zunachst wurde jeweils ad hoc organisiert unter finanzieller Federfth- 
rung der EPT, dann gelang 1979 der grofe Erfolg, die Grundung des Istituto 
per la Storia e l’Archeologia della Magna Grecia (ISAMG) als selbstandige In- 
stitution mit Sitz in Taranto. Das ISAMG erhielt nun eine regelmakige staat- 
liche Untersttitzung, dies verhalf den Convegni zu einem festen Rahmen. 
Uberdies konnte es kiinftig explizit Forschungen tiber die Magna Grecia for- 
dern und die verschiedensten Initiativen integrieren.? Heute verfugt das 
ISAMG tiber eine Bibliothek von 20.000 Titeln. Solche Dinge erreicht man, 
wie Stazio an Laura Breglia geriihmt hat, «con amore e tenace dedizione». 


Ungeachtet aller alten und neuen Verpflichtungen hat Stazio nach seiner 
Ruckkehr nach Neapel zahlreiche Aufsatze zur Numismatik Unteritaliens, ei- 
nige auch zu Sizilien veroffentlicht. Oft erschienen sie in Kongressberichten, 
mehrfach begleiteten sie die Tarantiner Atti, so tber die euboeischen Kolo- 
nien im Westen (Atti 18), tber Kroton (23), die Messapier (30), Sybaris (32), 
uber korinthische Miinzen im Westen (34). Die Titel sind oft bescheiden ge- 
wahlt, sie beginnen mit «Problemi di», «Osservazioni su», «Aspetti e momenti 
di» oder «Per una storia di», doch darf man sich davon nicht tauschen lassen. 
Auftrumpfen entsprach ihm nicht. 


Die Bibliographie Stazios umfasst fast 100 Titel und gewichtigere Diskussi- 
onsbeitrage. Nur drei Aufsatze mochte ich herausgreifen, alle erschienen in 
den beiden dicken Banden Megale Hellas und Sikanie in der Reihe Antica Ma- 
dre (Mailand 1983 und 1985). Der erste mit dem Titel «Monete e scambi in 
Magna Grecia» liefert einen umfassenden einfiihrenden Uberblick iiber den 
Handel von der Mittleren Bronzezeit an bis zur Einfuhrung von gemtinztem 
Geld als Instrument Offentlicher Macht und weiter ber die Gesamtheit aller 
griechischen Munzstatten Unteritaliens bis zur Eroberung durch Rom. Wie- 
derum fasziniert, wie kein Aspekt unberiticksichtigt gelassen ist. 


Ein zweiter Artikel in demselben Band, den Stazio zusammen mit Lidia Forti 
verfasste, betrifft ein Gebiet, das von der Numismatik recht weit entfernt ist:

«Vita quotidiana dei Greci d'Italia». Das Wohnen bis hin zu den Fragen, wie 
man sich waschen konnte oder wie die Moblierung aussah, wie man sich klei- 
dete, frisierte, parfumierte und schmickte, was die Kinder als Spielzeug hat- 
ten und wie sie lernten, Ackerbau, Viehzucht und Handwerke etc., alles wird 
vorgestellt nach den archdologischen Zeugnissen (Forti) und den erhaltenen 
antiken Schriftquellen (Stazio). Ein souveraner Uberblick, wohl die konzen- 
trierteste Zusammenfassung, die es gibt. 


Der Beitrag in dem Sizilienband, nun wieder von unserem Autor allein, tragt 
den Titel «Monetazione ed economia monetale». Wieder spricht der Forscher 
mit dem Blick fiir den historischen Kontext, nicht der Kunsthistoriker. 


Doch genug zum Wissenschaftler, mehr zum Menschen. Sein gewinnendes 
Wesen, seine zurtickhaltende Lebendigkeit gepaart mit einer immer wieder 
aufblitzenden gro&stadtischen Ironie machten jede Begegnung zu einem Ver- 
gntigen. Und ein Beispiel daftir, wie einfthlend und praktisch zupackend Sta- 
zio war: Spontan organisierte er nach dem starken Erdbeben, das 1980 Nea- 
pel und seine Umgebung erschitterte, einen Hilfskonvoi in die Dorfer des 
Hinterlandes, an die in der ersten Verwirrung noch niemand gedacht hatte. 


Auch nach der Rtickkehr nach Neapel blieb die Familie Apulien verbunden, 
nicht nur wegen der Convegni in Taranto. Noch jahrelang behielt sie ihr uri- 
ges Feriendomizil in Martina Franca, das aus ftinf miteinander verbundenen 
‘Trulli’ bestand, jenen altertiimlichen steinernen Rundhausern mit kuppelf6r- 
migem Krag-Gewolbe, die in dem heiSen Sommerklima des Sudens auf na- 
turliche Weise temperiert bleiben. Und lange Jahre brachte Attilio von seinen 
Dienstfahrten nach Apulien frische Lebensmittel mit zuriick, Fisch und Ge- 
miise sowie Ol und Wein. Diese wurden nicht nur fiir die vielképfige Familie 
benotigt, sondern ebenso ftir die haufigen Einladungen von Gasten. 


Legendar waren die Feste im Hause Stazio. Es sei gestattet, eines zu schil- 
dern, welches das Ende eines Convegno des Centro di Studi Numismatici ak- 
zentuierte. Sara nahm sich Urlaubstage, die apulischen und viele andere 
Kostlichkeiten vorzubereiten. Attilio holte die auswartigen Gaste mit seinem 
«Stazio-Bus> an ihrem Hotel ab. Sobald auch die Neapolitaner Geladenen — zu 
ihnen gehorten selbstverstandlich alle Hilfskrafte des Centro samt ihren Ehe- 
partnern — in dem Haus am Hang des Posillipo mit Traumblick auf Golf und 
Vesuv eingetroffen waren, luden die Gastgeber nach einer SektbegriSung 
zum Buffet. Die angerichteten Tische bogen sich unter ‘burbonischen’ Lasten 
von zahllosen Antipasti bis zum neapolitanischen Baba. Als keiner der Gaste 
mehr hungrig schien, schob man die Tische beiseite und es wurde — die 
Hausherren voran — das Tanzbein geschwungen, man sang neapolitanische 
Lieder. Unvergesslich. 


An augeren Ehrungen hat es Stazio nicht gemangelt, weder im eigenen Fach 
noch allgemein. Um nur einige zu nennen: Honorary Fellow der Royal Nu- 


mismatic Society, Korrespondierendes Mitglied der American Numismatic 
Society sowie des Deutschen Archaologischen Instituts in Berlin. Der Italie- 
nische Staat zeichnete ihn mit der Goldenen Medaille fiir Verdienste um Kul- 
tur und Kunst aus, der hochsten Stufe. Auch Taranto wusste, was es ihm zu 
verdanken hatte: 2008 verlieh es ihm die Wurde eines Ehrenbirgers, im Ok- 
tober 2010 verktundete der Biirgermeister den Beschluss der Stadtvater, eine 
StraSe nach ihm zu benennen, und die Fondazione Taranto e la Magna Gre- 
cia ehrte sein Andenken mit der Auslobung eines Studien-Stipendiums. 


Den Tod seiner geliebten Sara 2003 hat Attilio nicht verwunden. Nun ist er 
ihr gefolgt. Uns bleibt die Trauer um einen Wissenschaftler und um einen 
Gentiluomo, wie er selten ist.

1. Introduction by the President 

The President welcomes the members of the Committee and expresses satis- 
faction at having the full Committee present. There is a lot of work ahead with 
the 2015 Congress and the Survey 2008-2013. She reports that Honorary 
Member Attilio Stazio passed away on March 7. Letters of condolences were 
sent to the family, CISN and the IIN. 


2. Minutes of the Committee Meeting at Glasgow University, 

August 31, 2009 

The minutes of the meeting in Glasgow will be approved when CR 56 has 
been r received. 


3. Treasurer’s report: accounts for 2009 and budget for 2010 

The Treasurer reports that the finances of the INC are in very good shape and 
that the accounts for 2009 were published in CR 56. Because of the Congress 
many members paid their membership fees in time and it was possible to dis- 
tribute forty-one grants to young scholars to participate in the Glasgow Con- 
gress. 

The costs for the CR 56 were higher than usual since more copies were 
printed to be distributed to the Congress participants and sent out. At the end 
of 2009 the balance amounted to € 62,434.23. 

D. Bateson points out that the reserve made for the Glasgow Proceedings will 
probably not be needed but the accounts are not finalized yet. 

The President asks the Treasurer to include a certain amount for travel costs 
because she plans to have a meeting with the section editors of the Survey in 
autumn 2010 (ten-fifteen people) if possible. 

S. Estiot states that the Committee might consider doubling the Travel Grants 
for 2010 since none was awarded in 2009; this year, however, a number of 
good applications have been received. She also thinks that more money 
should be spent in order to make the CR, eNews and Internet/website more 
attractive. 

The President agrees that the budget is in very good shape and provides 
some flexibility for new projects.

MEMBERSHIP 


The Secretary reports that two new membership applications were submitted: 

1. Lydia Lithos, Society for the Study of Numismatics and Economic History, 
Athens (K. Liampi) 

2. Fiorino doro, Corzoneso, CH VJ. P. Divo) 


The Committee examines the applications and approves Lydia Lithos. Fiorino 
d oro, however, is rejected since it does not fulfil Art. 2 of the Constitution. 
B. Zach suggests that in the future applications include short mission state- 
ment and the constitution of the applying organisation. 

The President encourages the Committee to bring new members to the INC. 


5. Projects under the patronage of the INC 
a. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum (SNG) 


Harald Nilsson reports: 

For the first time since I took over from Dr. Ulla Westermark in Berlin 1997 
there are no new volumes to report for the last year. This does not, however 
mean that the SNG project has reduced in interest: on the contrary, we know 
that many new volumes are in active preparation and will be published within 
a short time. 


A few thoughts from a retiring editor may be allowed about this project. With 
the rapid rise not only of printing costs but also of technical possibilities in 
computer capacities and programmes, a clear tendency to publish on the In- 
ternet has led to new considerations about what to publish, where, and how. 
Several informal meetings have been held by various organizers in Athens, 
Uppsala, London, and other places during the past period with the aim of 
achieving acceptable standards for the terminology in the description of an- 
cient Greek coins, thus facilitating information retrieval and research. Andrew 
Meadows and Sebastian Heath from the American Numismatic Society have 
done much to promote this work and we look forward to further cooperation 
— we wish them good luck in their important work. 


Another welcome trend in the past few years is that we have seen volumes 
from collections and countries not earlier represented. Turkey, Bulgaria, Bel- 
gium, and Australia have published important volumes, while other countries 
are close to finishing their first volumes and we send them our support. 

Finally, leaving this stimulating position and handing it over to Adi Popescu 
of Cambridge and Pere Pau Ripollés of Valencia at the international congress 
in Glasgow in September 2009, I wish my successors the same positive and 
friendly response in keeping contact with colleagues in this important project. 


b. SNG Database 


Andrew Meadows reported that work on the SNG database has been tempo- 
rarily shelved, pending completion of the project to digitise IGCH. Work on 
this latter project is proceeding smoothly, and with the benefit of a grant from 
Stanford University in the US. The creation of a digital version of IGCH will 
provide a large part of the groundwork for the digital presentation of collec- 
tions (SNG) in a Web 2.0 environment. Work is already largely complete on 
the creation of a list of pre-imperial Greek mints, with stable URLs, providing 
not only preferred spellings, but also geographic information that will allow 
mapping of mints, and also, of course of any individual specimens described 
using these stable descriptions. Work is also well under way in the geocod- 
ing of hoard find-spot locations, again allowing the mapping of hoards and 
their contents, but also potentially allowing collections to identify coins in 
their collections with hoard provenances to map them and to associate them 
virtually with other coins in other collections from the same hoard.

As can be seen from the last two examples, we are now benefitting from in- 
ter-institutional co-operation. Once the infrastructure of Digital IGCH is com- 
plete we will issue a full call for collaboration to institutions with online cat- 
alogues of their objects, and stable URLs for those objects. 


Finally, and as an indication of things to come in both the presentation of 
hoards and collections, it is possible to download a KML file at http:// 
nomisma.org/nomisma.org.kml that when opened in Google Earth presents 
a map of all so-far geocoded mints and hoards. By clicking on the red dot that 
represents a hoard find-spot, for example, a full listing of the hoard (from 
IGCH is displayed, together with links to individual specimens where avail- 
able). 


All of the programming work behind these new features is the work of Sebas- 
tian Heath. 


c. Thesaurus Cultus et Rituum Antiquorum (ThesCRA) and LIMC 


Bertrand Jaeger, Secrétaire de la rédaction du LIMC nous a envoyé le rapport 
suivant sur lavancement des travaux: Le volume de Supplément au LIMC, in- 
titulé Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae (LIMC) — Supplementum 
2009 a paru comme prévu fin mars 2009, chez Artemis Verlag du Patmos 
Verlag & Co. (Diisseldorf/Mannheim). Il se présente a nouveau sous la forme 
d’un volume double (618p. et 122 dessins au trait; 258 planches et 17558 pho- 
tographies) et contient 324 articles rédigés en francais, anglais, allemand ou 
italien par 110 auteurs de 21 pays. Environ 270 articles représentent des 
mises a jour d’articles antérieurs tandis qu'une cinquantaine sont nouveaux. 
Le volume de texte est complété par un index des musées, collections et sites 
et une table des planches. 


Depuis janvier 2009, la Fondation se consacre 4a la publication du ,,Troisiéme 
Niveau“ du Thesaurus Cultus et Rituum Antiquorum (ThesCRA). C’est un ni- 
veau final de synthése, qui envisagera les activités rituelles et cultuelles et, 
d'une maniére générale, le comportement religieux dans la vie quotidienne, 
aux différents ages de la vie ainsi que dans les principales activités humaines, 
individuelles ou collectives. Il s’agira en particulier de montrer comment les 
éléments dynamiques et statiques du culte et des rites analysés dans les deux 
premiers niveaux (tomes I-V) ont été associés suivant les occasions et les cir- 
constances. Environ 80 auteurs d’une dizaine de pays participent au projet. 
L’ouvrage comportera vingt-sept chapitres, formant six parties principales: 


T. VI 1. Etapes et circonstances de la vie 
2. Activités relatives au travail (agriculture, artisanat, économie), 
a la chasse, au voyage 

T. VII 3. Fétes et jeux 

T. VIII 4. De espace privé a l’espace public (cultes domestiques, 
associations, institutions, droit, politique, guerre) 
5. Polarités de la vie religieuse (masculin/féminin, 
inclusion/exclusion) 
6. Interactions religieuses entre le monde classique et les 
civilisations voisines dans le domaine cultuel et rituel 


Les manuscrits du premier volume ont tous été remis par les auteurs. Le Co- 
mité de Rédaction les a examinés au fur et 4 mesure de leur arrivée et les a 
acceptés. Ils sont actuellement en phase de préparation auprés de la Rédac- 
tion de Bale. Plusieurs manuscrits des deux tomes suivants ont déja été sou- 
mis a la Rédaction et sont en cours d’examen par le Comité. Ces trois vo- 
lumes paraitront successivement en 2011 — début 2012 et auront au total 
quelque 1’500 pages de texte et 300 planches. 


Le projet de numérisation des archives de la Fondation se poursuit, toujours 


grace au généreux concours financier de la Stavros S. Niarchos Foundation, 
qui le soutient pour cing ans (2006-2010). La base de données sera mise a la 
disposition des chercheurs et d’un plus large public sur le site internet de la 
Fondation pour le LIMC (http://www.limcnet.org) au fur et 4 mesure que se- 
ront réglés les problemes juridiques liés a la mise en réseau électronique de 
ces archives photographiques. Cette base de données sera plurilingue (fran- 
cais, allemand, anglais, italien, grec moderne). Un projet de portail commun 
au travers duquel il sera possible de consulter parallélement plusieurs bases 
de données relatives a l’antiquité est actuellement en préparation.

e. Numismatic Literature (ANS NumLit) 


Oliver D. Hoover reports: 

During 2009, the print version of Numismatic Literature 149 (comprising 900 
entries) was published and the compilation of material for NL 150 continued. 
A noticeable decline in submissions from regional editors has slowed the pro- 
duction of NZ 150, but it is hoped that plans to integrate the database systems

Derzeit in Druckvorbereitung befinden sich die Erganzungsbande ,,SNS Us- 
bekistan“ und ,,SNS Schaaf“. Der erstgenannte Band umfasst etwa 650 sasa- 
nidische Munzen sowie hunnische Pragungen nach sasanidischem Vorbild, 
die sich in verschiedenen Miinzsammlungen in Usbekistan befinden. Das Ma-

G. De- 
peyrot et M. Tsotselia se sont rendus respectivement en Géorgie et en France. 
L’objectif de 2009 et 2010 est de préparer un recueil des trouvailles moné- 
taires (principalement les trésors) découverts sur le territoire de la Géorgie.

6. Reports from affiliated bodies 
a. Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici di Napoli (CISN) 


Marina Taliercio ha presentato la sequente relazione: 

A. ATTIVITA DI RICERCA 

Nel settore della ricerca l’attivita si ¢ svolta in diverse aree, affrontando 
aspetti e problemi sia di sistemazione strutturale delle emissioni e sia di cir- 
colazione monetaria. 


1. Magna Grecia 

Sono state portate avanti l’analisi e la revisione critica delle monetazioni in- 
cuse della Magna Grecia. con particolare riferimento alle zecche di Sibari e 
di Crotone in eta tardo-arcaica e in eta classica. 


Per quanto riguarda Sibari, si é affrontato un primo bilancio critico a partire 
dalla documentazione ad oggi raccolta ed esaminata. La ricerca e stata pre- 
valentemente rivolta alla elaborazione statistica dei dati strutturali e metro- 
logici della monetazione. Si e quindi proceduto alla stima del numero origi- 
nario dei conii utilizzati dalla zecca e alla valutazione della rappresentativita 
del campione con riferimento allo studio di W. Esty (2006). E’ emerso che 
Vassetto produttivo di Sibari assume in termini quantitativi un netto primato 
rispetto a tutte le altre maggiori zecche achee, per restare su un piano locale 
e in particolare rispetto ai dati inediti della moneta di Crotone. 

I risultati di questi filone della ricerca sono stati l’oggetto di una comunica- 
zione presentata al XIV International Numismatic Congress (Glasgow, 31.8 — 
4.9.2009) dal titolo La monetazione di Sibari: struttura e metrologia (Atti, c. s.). 
A tale riguardo si rende noto che nel corso del 2009 (mesi di marzo/aprile e 
giugno) a seguito di contatti e accordi con i Direttori dei Medaglieri é stato 
possibile completare la ricognizione dei materiali incusi di Sibari presso il 
Bode Museum di Berlino (Dr. B. Weisser); presso la Biblioteca Apostolica Va- 
ticana (Dott. G. Alteri), e presso il Museo Archeologico Nazionale di Firenze 
(Dott. F. Catalli). Per il 2010 é prevista una seconda fase di indagine estesa 
ai materiali della Bibliotheque Nationale di Parigi (Prof. M. Amandry) e 
presso il Museo Hermitage di San Pietroburgo (Dott. V. Kalinin). 

Nel contempo é proseguito lo studio della circolazione monetaria, mirato a 
delineare un quadro analitico dei nuovi rinvenimenti (dati di scavo, rinveni- 
menti sporadici, acquisizioni in collezioni pubbliche e private, ricognizione 
del mercato antiquario). Tali dati sono stati combinati con il filone della ri- 


cerca antiquaria e di archivio. I risultati di questa sistematica rilevazione dei 
dati di provenienza hanno evidenziato l’esistenza di circuiti di distribuzione 
che distinguono significativamente singole aree di circolazione sotto il profilo 
della entita delle presenze, della varieta delle associazioni e della localizza- 
zione dei contesti monetali. 

Altro campo di indagine e rappresentato dagli incusi di Metaponto, di cui si 
é dato avvio ad una revisione dell’assetto strutturale e dell’aspetto della cir- 
colazione sulla base dell’ampliamento della documentazione. I risultati di una 
prima fase della ricerca sono stati presentati nel contributo di M.Taliercio Gli 
incusi di Metaponto, in Problemi di archeologia e storia metapontina in eta ar- 
caica e classica, Atti convegno Napoli 2009, in preparazione per la stampa. 


2. Area campano-sannitica 

E’stato intrapreso lo studio della monetazione della colonia latina di Suessa, 
anche alla luce di rinvenimenti effettuati negli scavi recenti, di cui i risultati 
preliminari sono stati presentati da R. Vitale, Aspetti e problemi della mone- 
tazione di Suessa, in Isti (Aurunci) graece Ausones nominatur, Atti del Conve- 
gno, Sessa Aurunca (Ce) 10 maggio 2009, in corso di stampa). 

Nel contempo si é dato inizio allo studio sistematico della collezione del Mu- 
seo Provinciale Campano di Capua, di cui é stata presentata una relazione in- 
troduttiva da R. Vitale, Sul Medagliere del Museo Campano di Capua: note in- 
troduttive, in R. Cioffi e N. Barrella (a cura di), I] Museo Campano di Capua. 
Storia di un’istituzione e delle sue raccolte, Napoli 2009, pp. 137-148) 


3. Comprensorio vesuviano. 

Si é dato seguito all’analisi della circolazione monetale nel comprensorio ve- 
suviano, dedicando particolare attenzione ai rinvenimenti pompeiani in strati 
anteriori al 79 d.C., ampliando la base documentaria con i materiali recupe- 
rati dai sondaggi effettuati in I, 5, 1-2. Di tale fase della ricerca ne é stata data 
notizia preliminare da R. Vitale, J, 5, 1-2 conceria, in Pompei. Rinvenimenti 
monetali della Regio I, a cura di T. Giove, in c.s.) 


4. Area medio-italica 

Nel filone di ricerca di pertinenza medio-italica, dopo aver affrontato le pro- 
blematiche poste dalla evidenze numismatiche di scavo di eta romana repub- 
blicana relative al tracciato della antica via Campana salinarum , (cfr. E. SPA- 
GNOLI, Materiali numismatici da contesti portuensi, in S. KEAy, L. PAROLI, edd., 
Recent research at Portus and in its hinterland/Ricerche recenti a Porto e nel 
suo territorio, Atti del Workshop organizzato nell’ambito del Portus project da 
British School at Rome, University of Southampton e Soprintendenza per i 
Beni Archeologici di Ostia, BSR, Roma 5 marzo 2008, Archaeological Mono- 
graphs of the British School at Rome, c. s.), € proseguito il lavoro di ricogni- 
zione e studio della circolazione monetaria nell’area di Ostia e del Portus Ro- 
mae, condotto con particolare attenzione ai ritrovamenti dallo scavo nell’area 
della Basilica portuense. 

Del complesso di questi materiali (844 monete, 1 piombo monetiforme, 1 get- 


tone di conto) é attualmente in corso di edizione il catalogo analitico e lo stu- 
dio stratigrafico (All’insegna del Giglio editore, c.s.). L’edizione del corpus 
dei rinvenimenti dagli scavi 1991-2007 consentira di focalizzare le trasforma- 
zioni di un territorio ancora poco conosciuto, in particolare sotto il profilo 
della storia economica-monetaria, nel passaggio dal primo Impero all’eta mo- 
derna.

The fight against laws tending to restrict the cir- 
culation of coins among dealers and collectors world-wide has taken much 
time, energy and money. And we are afraid that it will be so in the next years. 
The General Assembly of Washington, U.S.A. has been a very successful one. 
One new member has been elected: Tom Wilkes, P.O. Box 150, Battle, East 
Sussex, TN33 OFA, United Kingdom. Three members have been appointed 
corresponding members: MM. Gérard Barre and Claude Silberstein, from 
France, and George-Frederick Kolbe, from the USA. 

The book prize for 2008 went to the late Silvia Hurter for her book over Die 
Didrachmenprdgung von Segesta. Swiss Numismatic Studies 1, Swiss Numis- 
matic Society 2008, ISBN: 978-3-033015-64-7. 

The next congresses will be held in Reykjavik (Iceland) in 2010 and in Edin- 
burgh, (Scotland, United Kingdom) in 2011. 


d. International Committee for Money and Banking Museums (ICOMON) 


President Hortensia von Roten sent the following report: 

The XVI Annual Meeting of ICOMON was held on 1%t September 2009 in the 
Hunterian Museum in Glasgow / UK in the context of the International Nu- 
mismatic Congress. ICOMON limited its meeting to the General Assembly of 
its members and to the organization of a round-table discussion. 

The theme of the round-table discussion was “New enthusiasts for an old 
subject: Transforming numismatic exhibitions for the future”. The discussion 
was chaired by Joe Cribb from the British Museum. Seven speakers from dif- 
ferent money and banking museums or coin collections presented their point 
of view on the subject. Chris Howgego presented the outline of the new 
Money Gallery at the Ashmolean Museum Oxford. Megan Gooch made an 
evaluation of the HSBC Money Gallery at the British Museum, a decade after 
the Gallery opened in 1997, asking if the HSBC Money Gallery stood the test 
of time. Ursula Kampmann presented “Klein Geld”, a hands-on exhibition for 
children at the State mint Berlin, which was opened in 2007. Marie-Alix 
Roesle gave an account of the varied activities of the privately funded Money 
Museum Zurich, that started as one of the first online museums in 1999, 
opened exhibition rooms in Zurich in 2003 and is now setting up a Money 
Forum where not only past and present money matters are discussed but also 


future tendencies concerning currency and financial markets. 


Heleen Buijs (Geldmuseum Utrecht) and Elena Zapiti both stressed the im- 
portance of money exhibitions in the context of economic education for the 
young. Last of all Doug Mac Beath gave an overview of the exhibition at the 
Museum of the Mound in Edinburgh that opened in 2006 and set out to be a 
model of accessibility and best practice. 

About 50 people participated in the discussion that focussed on accessibility 
and educational aims of money exhibits but also stressed the importance of 
catering for distinctive visitor groups and individual visitors. 

The next Annual Meeting of ICOMON will take place from 7nd -12th Novem- 
ber 2010 in Shanghai / China as part of the XXII ICOM 2010 conference. The 
overall theme of the conference will be Museums and social harmony, the or- 
ganizing committee of ICOMON 2010 fixed the subtheme of ICOMON as 
Money Museum and its Cultural Contribution. Call for Papers and details con- 
cerning travel and stay in China during the conference can be found on 
www.ICOMON.org and on http://2010.icom.museum. 

The ICOMON website has been further developed. ICOMON e-proceedings 
of the ICOMON conferences since 2006 are now completely on the website. 
Managing Editor of the Editorial Board is Prof. Walter R. Bloom from the 
Western Australian Maritime Museum in Fremantle Australia. The printed 
proceedings of meetings before 2006 have now also been put on the website. 
Furthermore the ICOMON website contains information about ICOMON 
membership, news about exhibitions and conferences. Contributions are wel- 
come and should be sent directly to the ICOMON webmaster 
(ceagleton@thebritishmuseum.ac.uk). 


7. Publications of the INC 
a. International Numismatic Newsletter (INN) 


INN 45 was published by B. Zach and S. Estiot in December 2009. 

S. Estiot points out that it becomes more and more difficult to find new ma- 
terial for the Newsletter. In her opinion the eNews becomes more and more 
important and the contents of the Newsletter should be moved to the 
eNews. She reports on the results of the questionnaire “Reader’s Feed- 
back” that was inserted in the last Newsletter and sent out to 978 addresses 
in 80 countries. Only 19 were completed and returned. 

After an extensive discussion about the future of the Newsletter, the major- 
ity of the Committee votes to discontinue the printed form. 

The President will notify the recipients of the INN in the five official lan- 
guages of the INC in a letter that will be printed with the same design as 
the INN — B. Zach will take care of it — and it will also be included in the 
eNews and posted on the INC website. 


b. International Numismatic e-News (INeN) 


B. Zach reports that the last eNews was distributed in July 2009. The next 
issue will be ready by the end of March 2010 and will consist of 15 to 20 
pages. In the future we will aim to produce the eNews two or three times a 
year. The next editions will be prepared for July (if there is enough mate- 
rial) or October/November. Each issue will include a foreword by the Presi- 
dent. We also agreed to improve the design of the eNews and format it on 
that of the Newsletter, starting with the next INeN. S. Estiot and B. Zach 
will be co-editors. 


c. Compte Rendu 

The CR 57 (2010) will go to press in January 2011. The deadline for all con- 
tributions is December 1°. J. Kleeberg will write the third and last installment 
of Laws in the US — the President will contact him. D. Schmutz will write the 
history of the collection of the Bernisches Historisches Museum, and F. de 
Callatay has promised an article on du Chastel. For future CR, we shall ask N. 
Smirnova to write a contribution about Georgie and Alexei Mikhailovitsh, M. 
Amandry on E. Babelon and C. Arnold-Biucchi will write on Svoronos. 

The obituary of Iliescu was not published in CR 56, and the Secretary will ask 
Ch. Gazdac to write it. Chr. Boehringer promised to write A. Stazio’s obituary 
The Committee agreed to leave out all titles from the membership list pub- 
lished in the CR, to revamp the design and use better quality paper. The Sec- 
retary will ask Cymbalum and other publishers for offers. 


8. Website: www.inc-cin.org 


B. Ziegaus and B. Zach met in Munich at the beginning of March to work on 
the website. 

B. Zach reported 20,000 visits and 393,000 hits to the INC website which 
show that it is used fairly frequently. The Committee agrees to improve the 
website and to make it more attractive for the users.

A.Tzamalis sent his final report on the progress of his dissertation on «Mon- 
naies archaiques Thraco-Macédoniennes». Thanks to the INC scholarship he 
was able to visit the collection of the ANS in New York and other collections. 


b. Grant-in-Aid 2009 
Carly Murdoch sent her report on the completion of her Master’s thesis, “Las- 


civa Nomismata: The function of erotic and imperial Roman tesserae” (Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario). 


c. Scholarship 2010 
The Secretary reports that eight applications were received:

10. XIV" International Numismatic Congress: 
Glasgow, 30 August — September 5, 2009 


D. Bateson reports that enough money remained for the type setting and 
publication of the Proceedings. 230 papers were sent and will be published 
in two volumes; an index will not be included. The website will stay open 
until the proceedings are published. 


The Survey (prepared with a sheet of corrections) will be on the INC website 
as soon as the President receives permission form the AINP. 

The President also asked D. Bateson to prepare a list of “to dos and to avoid” 
for the next congress in Messina/Taormina. 


11. XV"™ International Numismatic Congress, Messina/Taormina 2015 


M. Caltabiano reports that her team is currently working on distributing in- 
formation to attract the attention of the local authorities on the event. A pub- 
lication on the coinage of Sicily is in preparation, and collaborative efforts 
with the museums in Messina and Reggio di Calabria are under way. Two ex- 
hibitions are planned: one about the coinage and archaeology of Naxos, the 
second one, a travelling exhibition, will deal with the relation between coin 
designs and the sea. 

A Congress Medal and a special striking of a Euro coin to commemorate the 
congress are planned. 


12.Survey of Numismatic Research 2008-2013 


The President and Maria Caltabiano will be the General Editors of the next 
survey. The Committee will select the section editors and the in turn they will 
select the contributors. 

The President plans a meeting of the General Editors and Section Editors in 
the fall of 2010 if possible. 

As usual at least two Section Editors will be selected. 


13. Venue of the 2021 Congress 


The President informs the Committee that she received an offer from A. 
Bursche (Warsaw) to organize the next Congress at the University of Warsaw; 
he also invited the Committee to have one of their next annual meetings in 
Warsaw. The INC is grateful for the offer and will investigate the possibility. 


14. Date and place of the next Committee meeting 


The next meeting of the Committee will take place in Winterthur from March 
31° to April 2" 2011 and will be combined with the opening of an exhibition 
commemorating the 100" anniversary of the “Miinz- und Antikenkabinett”. 
Tentative venues for the following years are: Warsaw (2012), Helsinki (2013), 
Valencia 2014, and Taormina (2015).

Beizuftiigen 
sind: 1. ein Lebenslauf mit Schriftenverzeichnis, Arbeitsplan sowie die ge- 
plante Reiseroute, 2. das Gutachten eines in der Numismatik erfahrenen Wis- 
senschaftlers, der die Arbeit betreut hat oder betreuen wird, 3. die Empfeh- 
lung eines Mitgliedes des INR (eines Ehrenmitglieds oder eines Verantwort- 
lichen eines Minzkabinetts oder Instituts, der kein Mitglied des Btiros des 
INR ist).

THE ANNUAL TRAVEL SCHOLARSHIP FROM THE INC 


Following article 1 of the constitution, “to facilitate cooperation among indi- 
viduals and institutions in the field of numismatics and related disciplines”, 
the INC offers for 2010/2011 a traveling scholarship of EUR 2,700 and a 
grant-in-aid of EUR 800. Applicants must be less than 35 years old on 
31.12.2010, and be engaged on or intending to undertake an important nu- 
mismatic research project. The recipients will be able to visit foreign coin ca- 
binets or other centers of numismatic research, to study material and to de- 
velop contacts with other scholars. Applications in Spanish, English, French, 
German or Italian should be sent to the Secretary of the INC, Mr. Michael Al- 
ram, Kunsthistorisches Museum, Minzkabinett, Burgring 5, 1010 Vienna, 
Austria, postmarked by March 1, 2011, and include:1) a curriculum vitae, 
with a list of publications, a detailed plan of research with travel itinerary, 2) 
a reference from a numismatic specialist who is or will be supervising the 
work, 3) a recommendation from a member of the INC (an honorary member 
or the responsible official of a member institution, but not a member of the 
INC Council). The Council of the INC will award the scholarship and the 
grant-in-aid at its meeting in 2011 after examining the applications in con- 
sultation with specialists from the INC or others if necessary.
